ANTI-NARCOTIC LEGISLATION 
PROSPECTS, 


President Taft’s reference in his mes- 
sage to Congress to tné urgency for im- 
mediate action on proposed anti-nar- 
cotic legislation, fulfilling the country’s 
pledge to the support of the interna- 
tional opium conference at The Hague, 
bears special significance at this time 
as a corollary to the conference last 
week in Washington between Dr. Ham- 
ilton Wright, the government’s expert, 
and officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and the members of the Special 
Anti-Narcotic Legislative Committee of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
ciation. The outcome of this meeting 
is regarded as marking suflicient prog- 
ress in the settlement of the essential 
points at variance between the govern- 
ment and the trade interests to lend 
reasonable assurance to the early in- 
troduction in Congress of the Harrison 
bill, regulating the traffic in  habit- 
forming drugs, with the prospect of 
legislative action in the short season 
March 4. The conference is 
believed to have been particularly ef- 
fective in the recognition of modifying 
the bill in certain details involving 
practical administrative features which 
in their original form brought seriously 
in question the constitutionality of the 
bill. One of the principal and most 
berplexing issues and the occasion 
for protracted consideration was the

THE INVOLVED POSITION OF 
TURPENTINE, 


With the turn in the turpentine mar- 
ket from the low level reached during 
the previous week, signaling the cheap- 
in about eleven years, the 
of the trade have been 
confidently centered in a revival of 
buying interest, which has been of 
such a spasmodic character on 
the almost persistent bear move- 
ment from the extremity of $1.14 per 
gallon touched in the spring of 1911. 
The other extreme is found at 387% 
cents in effect at the close of the previ- 
ous week. A recovery of two cents 
over the interval does not seem to 
have borne the conviction as to in- 
duce buyers to enter the market gen- 
erally, and it has not been unusual 
to hear the improvement so far scored 
characterized as a flurry of question- 
able significance and reflective of the 
more acutely speculative trend of the 
market. While there can be no 
doubt of the keener interest buyers, 
on the whole, are manifesting in tur- 
pentine at its relatively low position, 
the question as to what constitutes 
& determining basis for transactions of 
moment has been so hopelessly in- 
volved during the last few months that 
one cannot but be impressed with the 
reasonableness of the present skeptic- 
ism on the part of buyers. In fact, the 
bottom of the market has been a most 
elusive and variable contention almost 
over the entire year. Occasionally 
there has been advancéd the argument 
that spirits had touched a point that 
must entail a loss in production, but 
in the face of these attempts to bolster 
up the consumption the market has 
persisted in its downward trend. Last 
September an editorial treatment of 
the turpentine situation in the Report- 
er was based on its keener sensitive- 
ness to speculation following the estab- 
lishment of a 41 cent market, until 
then the low level since the crucial 
development of the spring of 1911, 
which low point was at that time 
calculated to reclaim a good part of 
the consumption which had been di- 
verted by the sensational bull move- 
ment. Again in May there was a check 
to the weakening tendency on a bet- 
ter demand, both on spot and at Sa- 
vannah, with the result of a freer 
absorption of new arrivals, but this 
turn proved of the same temporary 
character as one which had featured 
the market in March, when the first 
improvement of the year was occasion-

market conditions spot figures are 
about three and one-half to four cents 
over those of Savannah. Opening at 
54 cents the local market was in steady 
decline to 49% cents by the close of 
February. The flurry in March re- 
stored a 53% cent basis, from which 
there was a reaction to 48% cents by 
the end of April. The following month 
witnessed another upward trend, and 
the high point touched at 52 cents, but 
before the close of May the market 
had slumped below the 50 cent level 
and no later development was capable 
of restoring it. 


In attempting to bring the ruling 
conditions of the market to a _ basis 
of determining significance the trade 


may find a point of advantage in the 
fact that the gathering season is ap- 
proaching its end, and the extent of 
the crop can be reckoned within prac- 
tical bounds. Receipts at Savannah 
so far this season have totaled 196,538 
barrels, against which shipments of 
158,825 barrels are recorded, leaving 
37,713 barrels. Covering the same pe- 
riod of last year we find receipts of 
180,887 barrels, and shipments of 143,- 
587 barrels, with a balance of 37,300 
barrels, a negligible difference in the 
remaining stocks for the comparative 
periods. The question as to the effect 
of prevailing prices upon next season’s 
gathering does not admit of compre- 
hensive treatment at this time. There 
is an interval of at least three months 
before the trees will be tapped, and 
there is believed to be more than the 
usual opportunity to bring to bear over 
the interval manipulation which may 
have a decided shaping effect upon the 
crop situation. In this connection a 
comparison of quotations for turpen- 
tine in the local market by weeks from 
December to April, March being the 
end of the crop season, for the last 
five years, the ranges representing the 
opening and closing figures for each 
week, with the receipts of Savannah, 
for the twelve months ending March

Analyzing the relationship between 
the market figures covering tne four 
months preceding the opening of the 
crop season, and the extent of the 
gathering for that particular year, the 
heaviest receipts within the interval 
under consideration, 238,143 barrels in 
1908-1909, inarked a period when the 
average of four months’ prices was be- 
cents, while the lightest pro- 
duction, 171,689 barrels in 1910-1911, 
followed an average of more than 60 
cents. Another large crop, 208,981 bar- 
rels in 1911-1912, would seem to bear 
out the theory of the effect of prices 
upon production, the market during 
the few months previously to the open- 
ing of the season having been well in 
excess of average values. Receipts at 
Savannah from November 30, 1911, to 
April 1, 1912, amounted to 28,094 barrels, 
about thirteen per cent. of the total, At 
this rate the receipts over the next four

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months would bring the 1912-1918 crop 
to more than 222,000 barrels. The 
inarked recession in values this year, 
establishing a low mark for. about 
eleven years, is generally counted upon 
in the local trade as a restraining fac- 
tor upon the approaching gathering, 
but a counter argument is advanced in 
the probability of a fairly liberal carry- 
stocks. The rosin market is also 








over 
calculated to play an important part 
upon new crop developments. Prices 
for rosin have ruled on a relatively 
high level over the year. It is through 
this influence that the turpentine mar- 
ket has been all the more susceptible to 
bearish tactics, and the depreciation in 
the latter has been largely counteracted 
by the favorable rosin realizations, The 
high grade white rosin is especially 
strong on account of scarcity, being 
held at $9.10 per unit of 280 pounds 
or $3 in excess of the darker varieties. 
Stocks and receipts of rosin at Sa- 
vannah from March 30 to December i 
of this year amounted to 639,716 bar- 
rels, as compared with 580,318 barrels 
for the corresponding period previously. 
The receipts of rosin at Savannah for 
the naval stores year of 1911-1912 
reached 724,395 barrels, while 612,429 
barrels are recorded for the former 
twelve months. 
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ITS EDIBLE USES A GROWIN 


FACTOR IN COCOANUT OIL 


That vegetable oils of both domestic 
and foreign origin have been gaining 


wider recognition for edible purposes 
in addition to their technical require- 
ments has been particularly evidenced 
within the recent period in which prices 
for many of the food staples through- 
out the world have reached such un- 
usually high limits as to encourage sys- 
tematic research for possible substi- 
tutes. This influence is reckoned as 
one of the factors for the strong po- 
sition of cocoanut oil. It is in the 
Cochin variety that the market reflects 
its most favorable aspect, spot oil hav- 
ing commanded ten and one-half cents 
on a late sale, while for Ceylon nine 
and one-quarter cents has been adcept- 
able. Supplies of the former are re- 
ported very limited, with a good de- 
mand noted for both spot and forward 
account. As a rule there is not a 
greater variance than one-half to three~ 
quarters of a cent between the two 
grades. The increasing consumption of 
cocoanut oil for edible purposes is prob- 
ably more marked abroad than in this 
country. India is credited with hav- 
ing made the greatest strides in 
this direction, and of the exvorts 
from the producing districts for 
the twelve months ending last June, 
amounting to 438,764 hundredweichts, 
Caleutta took 110,410 and Bom- 
bay 87.213 hundredweights, together, 
about forty-five per cent. of the total. 
Nearly all of the Calcutta and Bombay 
imports is believed to have been entered 
for consumption as food. Our imports 
amounted to 42.513 hundredweights, of 
which 38.022 hundredweights were 
through the local port, the balance 
representing Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Newport News receipts. It is estimated 
that there are imported into this 
country between 8,000 and 10,000 tons of 
cocoanut oil for edible purposes a year 
and in addition considerable quantities 
of copra for direct manufacture. One 
of the principal plants producing: oil 
from imported copra at San Francisco 
destroyed by fire a couple of 
‘ago, diverting a large pro- 
portion of the “Western and Middle 
West trade to this market, lending 
further support to its firming tendency. 
Another contributing influence has been 
the reported curtailment of the copra 
crop and the impairment of its quality 
by adverse weather conditions. Efforts 
to promote the cultivation of cocoanuts 
in Central and South Amerféa have 
been without practical realization. as 
yet, but new sources of copra supply 
will be welcomed to keep apace with 
the steadily increasing consumption. 
Soya bean oil hag lately attracted 
keener attention as a possible. edible 
product and in some parts of China its 
use in this field is said to have been 
gaining ground toa moderate extent.

WAR'S EFFECT ON QUININE, 


No small measure of the increased 
firmness of the outside quinine market 
is attributed to the materially aug- 
mented consumption as a result of the 
Balkan-Turkish hostilities, for which 
account foreign manufacturers are re- 
ported to have entered contracts of im- 
pressive proportions. According to 
some of the statements, the require- 
ments for the warring forces have sig- 
nified a gain of more than one hundred 
per cent. in the foreign consumption. 
The output of the Java factory has 
been practically tied up since last June 
for the account of the Italian govern- 
ment in its unusually heavy require- 
ments during its conflict with Turkey, 
and it is only within the last few days 
that a comparatively small lot of qui- 
nine has been available for shipment 
from Java. - For this parcel a basis of 
seventeen and one-quarter cents per 
ounce delivered was named. For Java 
sulphate on spot seventeen and one- 
half cents is asked, while for Amster- 
dam and the more desirable German 
salts in second hands the market 
stands at eighteen to eighteen and one- 
half cents. A reflection of the shortage 
in foreign markets is noted in the out- 
come of the Amsterdam salts auction 
on Friday, with the realization of a 
higher unit than at any sale during 
recent years, with the exception of the 
first auction last August. Before the 
‘outbreak of the Balkan-Turkish im- 
broglio Java quinine was obtainable in 
occasional lots at sixteen cents, while 
Amsterdam and German brands were 
offered at seventeen cents by outside 
sellers. Makers have adhered to the 
basis of nineteen and one-half cents for 
bulk. Quinine has become a generally 
recognized portion of a soldier’s equip- 
ment for service, in which it is esti- 
mated that losses and neglect figure al- 

‘ most ‘as heavily in the absorption of 
the drug as actual consumption.

Adulterated Linseed Oil in Penn- 


sylvania, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Harrisburg, Dec. 5, 1912. 

_A crusade against dealers in adulterated 
linseed oil in Pennsylvania is being pushed 
by Secretary N. B. Critchfield, ‘of the 
State Department of Agriculture. As the 
result of analyses of linseed oils collected 
in all portions of the State, several prose- 
cutions have already been started,, and 
others will follow. According ‘to "Chier 
James W. Kellogg, of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the department, the adul- 
teration of linseed oil has increased con- 
siderably, and some of the samples taken 
show adulterants varying in amount from 
2 to 45 per cent. 

Purchasers of linseed oil,” says Chief 
Chemist Kellogg, speaking of his chemi- 
cal analyses, ‘‘should make sure that the 
product obtained is pure, and should buy 
only from reputable dealers and manufac- 
turers. A _ bulletin has recently been | is- 
sued by the department covering the: oil 
inspection work, which shows what has 
been accomplished during a number: of 
preceeding years. In this report is also 
shown a number of firms who are ship- 
ping adulterated oil for sale in Pennsyl- 
Vania,’’ 

Centinuing, Mr. Kellogg says:— 


The Pennsylvania linseed oil law strictl 
prohibits the sale of adulterated linseed oll, 
and also the sale of a mixture of linseed 


oil and other oils in which the word “linseed 
oil’ is used in the brand name. a 

The result of analyses of samples of oils 
made by the Bureau of Chemiatry” during the 
past year has shown that the adulteration of 
linseed oil had increased considerably over 
that during previous years. One reason. for 
this form of fraud is due to the high price 
of linseed oil and the low price of the adul- 
terants used, In practically every case~ the 
adulterants were found to be mineral - oil, 
varying in amounts from 2 to 45 per cent. 
All dealers, purchasers and users of linseed oii 
should be cautioned against this form of fraud. 

The function of linseed oil is to act as a 
vehicle for pigments in the manufacture of 
paint, and has the property of readily drying 
and forming a hard, durable coating which 
protects materials covered with varnish or 
paint in which linseed oil is used. 

Linseed oil is known as a drying oil, and 
mineral oil is a non-drying oil. It will be 
readily observed, therefore, that a mixture of 
these two oils will not properly perform the 
function of linseed oil when used in the manu- 
facture of: paints and varnishes. Linseed oil 
is also sometimes used medicinally for stock, 
and a sample was recently examined at the 
Bureau of Chemistry, which was found to 
contain 40 per cent. of mineral oil. This oil 
had been fed to a horse, which causéd its 
death. 

A short time ago it was reported to the de- 
partment by a citizen of the State that a 
paint he was using was found to be flaking 
off and did not seem to be as durable as was 
expected. After investigating this case it was 
found that the oil used in mixing the paint was 
linseed oil which had been adulterated with 
mineral oil.

The Minneapolis Market. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minnaepolis, Minn., Dec. 4, 1912. 

The market for the week at Minneapolis 
opened with an easy undertone after the 
Thanksgiving holiday. Crushing demand 
was indifferent and offerings, while not 
heavy, were apparently sufficient to meet 
buyers’ needs. No attempt apparently 
was made to advance prices during the 
elosing hours of the November option, 
and spot seed Saturday showed a net de- 
cline of 2@2tac. from Friday. Buyers here 
are still bidding approximately 1%c. over 
December for track offerings. 

Although navigation on the great lakes 
officially was closed Saturday, November 
30, it is understood that some grain ves- 
sels are still being loaded under special 
charters and dispensation from the in- 
surance companies for later clearance. 
However, a few more days at best will 
see the last of these lake shipments for 
this year and then the country move- 
ment, it is expected, will then at last 
be diverted to Minneapolis. For weeks, 
Duluth has been getting virtually all the 
consignments, receipts at Minneapolis 
being composed mostly of deliveries on 
old orders. At times there was hardly 
enough arriving here to supply the mills 
with their current needs and _ private 
stocks had to be drawn on to tide them 
over. The pendulum is now expected to 
swing this way again and from this time 
on receipts here should increase and 
mills and elevator companies have an op- 
portunity to accumulate stocks. Offer- 
ings to arrive this month already show 
an improvement, some fairly good sized 
sales being posted daily. For seed to ar- 
rive crushers have been paying 1@1%%c. 
over December, but for the last two days 
the best bids have been %@lc. over, ex- 
cept in the case of choice Montana seed, 
which still brings the top price. 

No activity is apparent so far here in 
Canadian seed. it is believed, however, 
that considerable will be worked here this 
winter. At present there is an export de- 
mand for oil, and, with Winnipeg Decem- 
ber seed selling about 2c. under Duluth, 
American mills could crush this seed to 
good advantage if they exported the oil 
and by-products. 

Winnipeg reports that considerable flax- 
seed has been sold there to come to the 
United States, but presumably most of 
it has been to Eastern mills. A Canadian 
elevator manager says that he recently 
received an offer from a Minneapolis oil 
mill of 1c, a bushel premium over the 
Winnipeg market for all the seed he will 
consign to the Minneapolis market, the 
seed to be subject to Canadian inspection. 
He, however, added that he had refused 
the offer, as he preferred to ship to the 
Canadian terminals. F 

November seed at Duluth at the expira- 
tion of the option was quoted on a parity 
with December. There was no scarcity 
at any time and no opportunity to at- 
tempt a squeeze and run up prices. Offer- 
ings of spot and future seed were plenti- 
ful, and, with constant heavy arrivals, 
buying interests were able to fill their re- 
quirements. They took advantage of the 
weakness in values and anticipated their 
needs. Duluth traders expect now that 
the demand there will slow up materially, 
as a majority of the consuming interests 
are understood to be pretty well provided 
for. Withdrawals from store were heavy 
and by Saturday night, or the official close 
of navigation, stocks had decreased to 
1,979,610 bushels. Receipts since then have 
continued heavy and there is still a fair 
aceuniulation in store, despite the heavy 
out-shipments in the last three days. 

From September 1 to November 30 Du- 
luth shipped 7,012,112 bushels, or 3,127,434 
more than in the same period last year. 
‘he increase in receipts on this crop has 
so far all been at Duluth, that market 
receiving 3,100,404 bushels more than a

LINSEED OIL. 

Oil values have shown a little weakness 
in the last week; in sympathy with lower 
flaxseed. Minneapolis mills generally did 
a fairly satisfactory business, although 
the manager of one company says there 
has been a let-up in inquiry. In his opin- 
ion Consumers’ nearby needs have already 
been taken care of, while some of the 
larger interests have contracts placed 
that will carry them well into next year. 

Prices vary considerably. One mill 
booked an order for five carloads Satur- 
day for prompt shipment at 39c. a gal- 
lon f. 0. b. Minneapolis. The president 
of this company, however, says he doubts 
if this price could be obtained to-day.’ On 
the other hand, others are asking as high 
as 42c. for prompt shipment oil. The mill 
asking the lowest quotation says that it 
has made sales in the last two days on 
the basis of 38e. for winter shipment and 
9c. for early spring shipment. For sum- 
mer shipment, at least 40c. would have to 
be asked on account of the higher price 
of May flaxseed, and the expense of car- 
ryiig the seed and oil in the meantime. 

On the whole, bookings for the last few 
weeks have been fairly good and the mills 
have enough orders on hand for prompt 
and future shipment, with what will come 
in from week to week, to insure a steady 
run for several months to come. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 


Some of the local mills report export 
inquiry as extremely light. Others, how- 
ever, say they have done a good business 
in cake this week. Prices are somewhat 
weaker and Continental buyers have 
shown renewed interest. Low price so 
for has been $25 ton f.

the week closing to-day 
irregularly and within a very narrow 
margin, but on the whole the tendency 
has been downward. though the loss has 
heen small. The volume of business has 
fallen off considerably from what it has 
been during several weeks immediately 
preceding the week ending to-day, yet 
the flaxseed market could not by any 
means be called dull. for there has been 
a fair amount of trading. Crushers have 
not been nearly so eager to get hold of 
the flaxseed as thev were. They seem 
now to be imbued with the idea that there 
is more flaxseed in the country than the 





traders themselves dreamed at the begin- 
ning of the present crop year, and they 
no longer feel that they must grasp at 
an opportunity of geting’ flaxseed cheap, 
for they believe it will remain about as 
cheap as it is now during the major por- 
tion of the crop year. 

Cash flaxseed on the Duluth market to- 
day closed 1% cents lower than it did on 
Wednesday of last week, and there’ was 
the same decline in the December option. 
Winnipeg flaxseed during the week kept 
about 14 cents under the Duluth price, 
thus giving ample margin to keep Amer- 
ican flaxseed from bving exported at a 
profit but falling about 5 cents short of 
the margin required for the importation 
of Canadian flaxseed into the United 
States at a profit. 

Receipts of flaxseed on the Duluth mar- 
ket during the past week were very large. 
Duluth received 1,43 cars, against 1,421 
cars during the week before, and 375 cars 
during the week ending a year ago to-day. 
The Minneapolis car receipts showed a 
slight increase, being 313 cars during the 
week closing to-day, against 310 cars the 
week before and 359 cars during the week 
closing a year ago to-day. Minneapolis 
crushers have become a little more ag- 
gressive during the last few days, and 
have been bidding a fraction of a cent 
over the Duluth price for cash flaxseed. 
The result will probably show itself in a 
few days in the diversion of Northwest- 
ern flaxseed from its customary Duluth 
route to the Minneapolis route, on account 
of the higher Minneapolis price, provided 
higher bidding is kept up for any con- 
siderable length of time. 

There has been a big falling off in the 
flaxseed car receipts at Winnipeg. During 
the week closing to-day that market re- 
ceived 475 cars against 777 cars the week 
before, and 152 cars during the week clos- 
ing a year ago to-day. This is due, in all 
likelihood to the railroad embargo that 
wus recently put on grain in Western 
Canada to prevent congestion of cars in 
the railroad yards at Fort William and 
Port Arthur. That congestion last winter 
was very serious, and care is being taken 
to prevent anything of the kind happening 
during the coming winter. 

A Duluth flaxseed broker to-day ex- 
pressed his views of the flaxseed situation 
as follows:--- 

“In view of the large increase in the 
world’s production of flaxseed, it is not 
surprising that the price has been work- 
ing off during the last crop year and the 
first part of the present crop year. In the 
crop year 1907-1908 the world’s total pro- 
duction amounted to 110,000,000 bushels, 
and during that year the price on the 
Duluth market averaged $1.15 a bushel. 
In the following crop year, 1908-1909, there 
wus a falling off in the world’s total pro- 
duction of flaxseed to 9,000,000 bushels, 
and the average price at Duluth was $1.30. 
in the crop year 1909-1910 there was a 
further falling off to 85,000,000 bushels, and 
the uverage Duluth price was $1.70. In 
1910-1911 the world’s total production was 
only 75,000,000 bushels, and the average 
price rose to $2.60 a bushel at Duluth. The 
price of the seed being so high, farmers 
in many parts of the world took to raising 
flaxseed in. preference to other grain, and 
in the crop year 1911-1912 there was an 
inerease in the world’s total production to 
80,000,000 bushels, with the result that the 
price averaged only $2.15 at Duluth. 

“For the crop year 1912-1913 a fair esti- 
mate is 130,000,000 bushels for the whole 
world’s production. Official estimates 
place the total United States crop at 30,- 
000,400 bushels, that of Canada at 15,000,000 
bushels, and that of India at 20.000,000, 
while Broomhall estimates the Russian 
crop at 20,000,000 bushels and the Argentine 
crop at 45,000,000 bushels. All of these 
figures make a total of 130,000,000 bushels. 
| think all these predictions are abso- 
lutcly safe except that of India. It is yet 
to be seen how that crop will come out. 
But even if a great calamity should make 
that crop a failure, the world would still 
be away ahead of the largest total it 
ever had before, that of the year 1907-1908. 

“The crop of India will be threshed in 
February and March. After that, the 
world’s next crop will be that of America 














in our next crop year. 
“In view of these conditions I do not 
look for any material rise in the flaxseed 
market during the rest of the present 
crop year, and I do not see how anyone 
else can.”

The Chicago Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporier,) 


Chicago, Dec. 5, i912, 

This week’s business in flaxseed on the 
open market at Chicago consisted of a 
sale of 300 bags delivered on the basis of 
No. 1 Northwestern at $1.22, and a) other 
of a small lot at $1 a hundred pounds 
These transactions contrasted with sales 
of a car of No. 1 Northwestern last week 
at $1.28 and’ indicated a decline of 6c, 


made in prices during the week. It is 
generally conceeded that concessions have 
to be made to dispose of bag lots and 
that bulk cars of seed would bring a 
relatively higher price. At the same time 
opinion is that the market has declined 
at least 5c. during the last six days in 
sympathy with the reduced prices 
forced in the Northwest, and as a con- 
sequence of continued inanimation in the 
inquiry for supplies at this point. Re. 
ceipts fur the week aggregated 56,20 
bushels, being nearly 30,000 bushels in ex- 
cess of arrivals for the corresponding 
weck a year ago, when the aggregate 
was 26,300 bushels. Bearish sentiment was 
encouraged by favorable reports from 
abroad, as well as by the weakness in 
the domestic Northwest, and the close 
found most large buyers keeping their 
orders under cover awaiting further down- 
ward movement of values and more defin- 
ile news from Argentina, where the har- 
vesting of one of the biggest crops in 
the history of the country is progressing 
under very favorable conditions. There 
were no shipments from this point during 
the last week, nor during the correspond- 
ing time last year, practically all the seed 
received being billed direct to local mills 
and crushers. There were few outside 
orders in evidence on the open market 
and the absence of voluminous offerings 
worked no hardships on the trade.

There were no shipments from Chicago. 

Argentine shipments of flaxseed for the 
week totaled 338,000 bushels, against 398,- 
00) bushels the preceding week, and 353,- 
000 bushels a year ago. Total exports 
from that country for the year to date 
rose to 19,871,000 bushels, compared with 
17,532,000 bushels the corresponding time 
in 1911. Indian shipments totaled 188,00 
bushels, against only 68,000 bushels the 
preceding week, and 944,000 bushels the 
same week last year. Total shipments 
from India during the season beginning 
with April 1 to November 16 were 12,648,- 
000 bushels, as contrasted with 16,808,000 
bushels the same period in 1911, and 12,- 
564,000 bushels in 1910. 

LINSEED OIL. 

Price of linseed oil at Chicago this week 
declined to 40c. a gallon for both spot and 
future delivery. In other words, the oil 
could be contracted for to be delivered 
any time during December to the close of 
April at 40c. a gallon for carload lots of 
raw oil, and 4le. a gallon for car lots of 
the boiled product. Single barrel lots 
were quoted at 44c, a gallon for the raw, 
and 4c. a gallon for the boiled, with 
instances where sellers were willing to 
shade those prices a little to attract fa- 
vorable bids. A fair volume of business 
was reported in both spots and futures 
at those prices and buyers sought as 
sxvrompt deliveries as could be obtained, 
indicating that they were in need of the 
oil and that the consumptive demand 
was holding up remarkably well for the 
season of the year. Another favorable 
factor is the absence of any important 
accumulation of oil in any position, and 
the trade feels that a little more stabil- 
ity in the flaxseed market in the North- 
west and in Argentina is all that is needed 
to give the oil market a more buoyant 
appearance. As it is, buyers appear per- 
fectly willing to purchase freely at cur- 
rent prices and probably would not hesl- 
tate in placing large contracts at 40c. 4 
gallon if they were sure that the market 
would not undergo further recessions. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

Without reflecting any improvement in 
demand, or in volume of business actually 
transacted, the market for linseed oil 
cake at Chicago remains on a_ steady 
basis, showing much more stamina than 
cither flaxseed or linseed oil. The clos- 
ing nominal price this week was $27.0 
per ton, f. 0. b, Chicago, and while it 
was not certain, because of the inanima- 
tion in the trade, that any large blocks 
could be disposed of at that figure, there 
was no pressure to sell and offerings 0! 
the market were decidedly limited. More 
seusonable weather, which should tend 
to put a check on’ outside feeding and 
make cake a more desirable commodity, 
is needed to stimulate buying interest, a0 
crushers feel that the time when t 
seasonable weather will be at hand can- 
not be much longer deferred. As a con- 
sequence, they are willing to permit 
stocks to accumulate and show no undue 
haste to sell. Ocean freight rates remain 
firm, and little encouragement is forth- 
coming from that direction. 
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Jur quotations represent priees-for large lots. Buyers of small quantities 
mu t expect to pay a reasonable advance over these figures. The prices quoted

With the fall season coming to a 
clo ii is natural to look for a de- 
elit in the activity of the paint mar- 
ket, and the present week has been 
rather quiet, though outdoor work is 
stili comparatively good. Consumption 
ef »naterials is fully up to the stand- 
ards of the past few years. The fea- 
ture of the week no doubt has been the 
furiner decline in the price of linseed 
oil. This important material has ex- 
erted a strong ififluence upon the paint 
market through the season and the 
trade is now wondering what the low 


price level will be. Another develop- 
ment of the week was a weakening in 
pig |ead quotations, which were marked 
down early in the week. One firm an- 


nounces a decline in the price of a cer- 
tain line of mixed paints, and gives 
the low price of linseed oil as the rea- 
son for the change. The influence of 
linseed oil is asso seen in the market 
for China wood oil, for the latter is in 
poor demand, and sellers say that the 


low price of the former is responsible 
for this condition. Varnish gums are 
in good demand at present, and prices 
of certain grades have responded to 
the better call, and are firmer. Dry col- 
ors are feeling the effects of ‘higher 
costs of raw materials, and the ten- 
dency of certain offerings is to higher 
quotations on new contracts. Complete 
reviews of the linseed oil and naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 24, respectively. For a review

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


PIG LEAD.—Another decline in pig 
lead was made this week and sellers 
are now quoting 4.35c., and- even this 
figure is not strong as second hands 
are said to be offering metal under the 
quotation. The weakness recently de- 
veloped in the market has caused buy- 
ers to become uncertain, and while in- 
terest in the market is very Keen, con- 
sumers are not placing large orders 
because they do not know whether the 
market has yet touched bottom prices. 
In St. Louis lead has fluctuated be- 
tween 4.20c. and 4.25c. In London the 
market closed at £18 1s. 3d., but prices 
have been unsteady and have varied 
from day to day. 

WHITE LEAD.—White lead is in an 
easy position’as a result of the lower- 
ing in price of pig lead, and the posi- 
tion of the metal and the pigment is 
almost the same as a year ago, when 
white lead quotations were at present 
figures, and pig lead was at 4.45c, in- 
stead of 4.35c., the current price. Trad- 
ing in white lead is comparatively 
quiet. Some sellers are inducing con- 
sumers and jobbers to place contracts 
for spring requirements, and on these 
orders they are offering a guarantee 
against declines in price up to April 1. 
In the local market dry white lead is 
quoted at 54%@5%c., and lead in oil at 
7c. English lead in oil is maintained 
at 104@10%c. Exports of white lead 
last week were valued at $11,486. The 
high prices asked for pig lead in Eng- 
land have caused a better demand for 
white lead from the United Kingdom, 


and this is shown by the figures of 
imports there, for in October 32,141 
ewts. of white lead were imported, 


against 30,875 cwts. last year, and for 
the first ten months of this year im- 
ports were 291,719 cwts. against 266,291 
ewts. « year ago. A report from Ger- 
many says that the German White 
Lead Sales Association has announced 
that owing to the drop in price of lin- 
seed oil a decline of 5 marks per metric 
ton has been made in the selling price 
of lead in oil. 

RED LEAD.—Bids were opened on 
Tuesday calling for 100,000 Ibs. of dry 
red lead for the Navy Department at 


Brooklyn. The low bid was on a basis 
of 6.2c. per lb. The market quotation 
for red lead is 6%@7c., according to 
quantity. 


LITHARGE.—Litharge is selling on 
the same level as red lead, and sellers 


are offering goods at 6%@7c. Dimin- 
ished demand characteristic of this 
time of year is felt in this market, but 
this condition also applies to the other 


lead products. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Orange min- 
eral is very quiet and there are no fea- 
tures to trading in domestic grades.

During the week foreign lithopone has 
arrived to the extent of 396 casks, and 
nearly aH of this was sold ahead, and 
trading is confined to shipments.

Window Glass. 

In discussing the condition of window 
glass local sellers quote an estimate 
which has been made public to the ef- 
fect that stocks in the hands of manu- 


facturers are seven to eight jTundred 
thousand boxes less than they were a 
year ago. From the best obtainable 


reports from distributors, both whole- 
sale and retail, including sash and door 
interests, the stock in the hands of 
these various dealers are about two 
million boxes less than a year ago, 
which indicates that they will require 
very brisk buying ,to replace these 
shortages and to bring stocks up to the 
normal point that 1s required to handle 
the glass business of this country. 

The condition of the window glass in- 
dustry in general is summed up in the 
following manner by a leading seller:— 


Window glass factories out of blast 
for five months, and have only been in op- 
eration for about thirty days, and while 
there has been no great demand, practically 
all of the glass produced thus far this sea- 
son has been sold, and the number of orders 
is increasing daily. Stock orders are coming 
in more freely each week, and we think 
that there is going to be a large and regu- 
lar demand throughout the year. The wage 
scale ends in May, 1913, and with only 
seven active manufacturing months there is 
no possibility of overproduction. 

The manufacturers have now been run- 
ning thirty days and are feeling the effects 
of the very large increase in wages, and 
with an advance in prices of materials and 
fuel, their margins are extremely light and 
they are agitating higher selling prices, and 
it is believed that an advance in selling 
price will be necessary in the very near 
future. The gas companies have notified 
factories that higher costs for fuel will be 
effective on January 1, 1913, which makes 
this increase in price almost imperative. 

For some months the manufacturers have 
been advocating a package charge and they 
have recently held meetings recommending 
that such charge be made, and it will prob- 
acted early date.

Early in the week prices of linseed 


oil were reduced to 48c, and sales of 
carlots and smaller amounts were made 
at that figure. Some sellers were hold- 
ing out for 44c. and good sized quan- 
tities of oil were sold on this basis, 
but 48c. was obtainable at any time 
from Monday to the close of the week. 
While the spot market is receding to 
lower levels every week crushers are 
making a stronger effort to uphold the 
price of futures and 42c. seems to be 
the lowest figure at which sales have 
been made. Some sellers offer this fig- 
ure for January-April, while others ex- 
tend it to January-May. For early 
summer delivery 438c. is quoted. Con- 
sumers have placed bids with sellers 
on a basis of 4lc., but these offers have 
not been accepted as yet and as far 
as could be learned no sales were ef- 
fected at that figure. In Minneapolis 
39c. is quoted for prompt and 388c, for 
winter shipment. In Chicago spot and 
futures are quoted at 40c. Oil futures 
undoubtedly are sustained by the weak- 
ness of cake and meal, and from pres- 


ent indications this market will go 
still lower in price. The export de- 
mand for linseed oil is shown by the 
fact that shipments are now being 


Last week exports of oil from 
New York included 1,000 barrels to 
Glasgow, 240 barrels to Hull and 50 
barrels to Bremen. 

Seed at Western markets reached 
new low levels this week, and the seed 
question is receiving attention at pres- 
ent from a consideration of world pro- 
duction. An estimate of the Argen- 
tine crop recently appeared, and this 
placed the yield at 45,000,000 bushels. 
With the United States at approxi- 
mately 30,000,000 bushels, Canada at 20,- 
000,000 bushels, India at 20,000,- 
000 bushels, and Russia at 20,000,000 
bushels, there is a total supply of 
about 135,000,000 bushels, which is far 
in excess of any former supply. This 
explains the constant decline in seed 
prices in all the markets of the world. 
Last week exports of Canadian seed 
from New York included 15,789 bushels 
to Liverpool, 24,997 bushels to Antwerp 
and 31,979 bushels to London. A ship- 
ment of 110,000 bushels from Baltimore 
to Rotterdam is also reported. At 
present offers of Argentine seed are 
occupying the attention of Euro- 
pean buyers and if the crop there 
comes up to the figures of the latest 
estimate, Argentine seed is bound to 
have a disturbing effect upon the seed 
markets of the world. A report from 
Buffalo states that receipts of seed 
at that point during the season of 
lake navigation amounted to 9,506,000 
bushels, as compared with 3,185,006 
bushels in 1911 and 3,852,000 bushels in

Linseed Cake and Meal, 
In Ewropean markets the opinion 


prevails that offerings of flaxseed will 
be very large, and this has a depress- 
ing influence upon cake and meal 
prices. The estimate of the Argentine 
crop just made public has further 
weakened the market, and quotations 
on spring and summer deliveries are 
going to lower levels. A report from 
Ghent says that linseed cake is a dead 
letter from importers’ point of view, 
and there is almost no trading at pres- 
ent. Prices are going down, but sell- 
ers refuse to accept the bids proffered. 
Spot cake from the United States is 
quoted at 20% francs f. o. b. Antwerp. 
January-April is quoted below 20 
francs. Local sellers say there is an 
absence of bids for distant delivery.

COTTONSEED OIL. 

A steady tone has characterized the 
cottonseed oil market during the period 
under review, but final quotations re- 
vealed no important changes in any de- 
partment. The strong position main- 
tained by crushers has checked aggres- 
sive selling, and while at intervals re- 
fined oil offerings were comparatively 
free, the demand from shorts was suf- 
ficient to absorb stocks without causing 
more than a temporary ripple in values.

Seven million tons of seed with the pos- 
sibility of a 70@75 per cent. crush are 
not figures conductive to bullish enthu- 
siasm, especially when export trade is 
checked by high ocean steamship rates 
and lower markets abroad for many 
competing oils. Domestic soapmakers 
are also indifferent to cottonseed oil, 
while at this time last year several 
hundred thousand barrels were booked 
for future shipment. In 1911-1912, the 
production amounted to 3,620,000 bar- 
rels and, although a smaller crush is 
conceded this year, there is nothing in 
basic conditions at present which war- 
rant an output below 3,250,000 barrels. 

Relatively high prevailing prices for

Chicago Lard Market.

A quiet, narrow trade was experienced in the 
market for lard at Chicago this week, and 
prices tended downwards, closing at a net loss 
of 7%4@10c. for December and January and un- 
changed for May. The latter delivery was 
neglected most of the time, and sold within a 
range of only 12%c. December and January 
prices covered a spread of 15c. and closed near 
the bottom. Liquidation by longs and some 
selling by shorts kept the market abundantly 
supplied at all times, excepting at the extreme 
declines, when short sellers showed an inclina- 
tion to clinch profits. Heavier receipts and 
lower prices of hogs were bearish features, off- 
setting the influence of limited stocks, which 
showed further good reductions made during 
November. The fresh meat trade was quiet, 


and the export demand for lard continued far 
values 


short of last year’s volume, while 
abroad were lower and foreigners were among 
those who quietly unloaded on the market 


whenever prices showed any resistance to sell- 
ing pressure. The official statement of local 
stocks made holdings of lard December 1 show 
a decrease of 28,181 tierces in November, 
which brought stocks to 14,521 tierces, com- 
pared with 45,815 tierces December 1, 1911. 
Still much talk of cholera was heard, especially 
in lowa, but traders could not get away from 
the fact that hogs were selling at lower prices 
than at any previous time since early last July, 
while the movement of porcine stock was rap- 
idly increasing in the face of a disappointing 
demand for finished products. Cash demand 
was principally for refined lard for shipment 
abroad, and the spot market had a weak un- 
dertone, with round lots of regular prime steam 
lard closing at a premium of 10c, over Decem- 
ber price or $11. Loose lots were in light sup- 
ply and fairly active demand at 30c. under 
December, while leaf lard was sparingly offered 
and met with a moderate inquiry at $11.60. 
Neutral was in fair request and abundant sup- 
ply for trade needs at $13@13.12% for No. 1 
and $11.62%.@11.75 for No. 2. 
TALLOW. 

The week occasioned no improvement 
in business conditions and there con- 
tinued to be an entire absence of im- 
portant sales. The approach of the 
holidays is having a quieting influence, 
while the uncertainty surrounding the 
vegetable oil and animal grease mar- 


kets is not adding to the buying power 
of the situation. At the London auc- 
tion 813 casks were offered and 763 
casks were sold at unchanged prices to 
6d. lower.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—A very quiet 
week is reported for China wood oil 
and local sellers say that consumers 
are waiting further developments be- 
fore placing orders. Futures receive a 
little consideration, but the spot mar- 
ket is almost neglected. Receipts of oil 
from China were reported this week, 
and holders are trying to sell this on a 
basis of 7%c. ex dock. Most sellers 
are quoting 8c. for store goods, but at 
best the spot market is weak. Futures 
are quoted at 7%c., and this price does 
not draw heavy responses from the 
consuming trade. The low price of lin- 
seed oil has rather demoralized the 
China wood trade. A report from 
China says that steps have been taken 
to prevent the adulteration of wood 
oil there and it further says that prices 
would be lower except for the high 
price of silver. 

COCOANUT O1L.—There were no 
price changes in the market for cocoa- 
nut oil during the past week. Quota- 
tions were well maintained in all quar- 
ters, in sympathy with the situation 
abroad. The demand for both Cochin 
and Ceylon oil was seasonable, with 
consumers only taking hold to meet 
actual requirements. There was very 
little call for contract business at pre- 
vailing prices. In London dealers were 
firm in their views, and a fair business 
was put through. December-January 
shipments of Ceylon oil were quoted 
on the basis of £39 15s. per ton, an ad- 


vance of 5s. for the week. Sellers in 
the local market were holding out for 
full prices on all grades. Routine 
sales of Ceylon oil for spot delivery 
were put through at prices ranging 
from 9\4c. to 9%ec. per pound, with 
these figures quoted up to the close 


on Saturday. For shipment the ask- 
ing prices were 8%c. to 9c. per pound, 
as to position. Cochin oil was scarce 
on the spot, and prices underwent no 
further change. Strictly prime stock 
was offered at 10%c,. to 10%c. per 
pound, with off grades available at 
slight concessions. On futures quota- 
tions ranged from 10c. to 10%c. per 
pound. On Saturday copra oil was 
quoted at 89 francs, 50 centimes per 
ewt. at Marseilles, with the tone of 
the market firm. 

CORN OIL.—The demand for corn 
oil was active through the week, and 
prices were firm. Dealers were well 
sold up, and the consumption of corn 
oil has been keeping at an even pace 
with the production since the basis of 
$5.55 per 100 pounds was established. 
Soap manufacturers were the principal 
buyers. There was very little inquiry 
from foreign sources, owing to the low 
position of linseed oil and other com- 
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peting articles. The paint trade has 
been taking very little of the present 
output. At the close on Saturday lead- 
ing interests were asking $5.55 per 100 
pounds on car lots, with 5-barrel quan- 
tities quoted at $5.60. Tank cars were 
available at $5.15 per 100 pounds.

COD OIL.—A firmer tcne was in 


evidence in the market fer cod oil dur- 
ing the past week.

tion Differences, 
CONFERENCE BETWEEN GOVERNMENT 
AND ‘TRADE REPRESENTATIVES 
BRINGS AGREEMENT ON PRINCIPAL 
POINTS IN ISSUE —MODIFIED BILL 
MAY BE READY FOR INTRODUCTION 
IN A WEEK. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and 


Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Dec. 6, 1912. 

_ practically the entire week had 
given by the friends of legislation 
for the regulation of the manufacture 
and sale of opium, coca, etc., in reach- 
ing an agreement on proposed legislation 
in Congress, it is now believed by all 
parties concerned that a final agreement 
has been reached that will be satisfactory 
to everybody interested. 

At a meeting held on Monday 
retary MacVeagh, of the 
partment, presiding, there 
Charles A. West, Albert 
Mahlon Kline, representing 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
Attorney J. Collins Jones, 
appearing on behalf of 
these narcotic drugs. 
present: Dr. Hamilton Wright and Chiefs 
Wilkie and Halsted, representing the cus- 
toms inspectors and the Customs Division 
of the Treasury, respectively, and In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner Cabell. The 
conference lasted more than three hours 
and was confined very largely to efforts 
tu so amend the first section of the bill 
as to be satisfactory not only to the in- 
ternal revenue officers but to the dealers 
in these narcotic drugs, in order that 
there should be specific classifications of 
registered persons and wholesale and re- 
tail dealers so that there would be no 
legislative delegation of power to the 
Treasury and internal revenue officers to 
make these classifications in the form of 
regulations. It is stated by the parties to 
the conference that a satisfactory agree- 
ment was reached and all that remains 
to be done is to have the agreement placed 
in form to become part of the bill that 
is to be introduced. The work of perfect- 
ing the first seccion of the bill, therefore, 
was consigned to Attorney Jones, of 
Philadelphia, representing the 
and who is expected to send the com- 
pleted bill to Dr. Hamilton Wright with- 
in a few days, 


The difficulties encountered by the con- 
ferees on the subject, representing the 
government and the wholesale and retail 
dealers, is to bring about a complete state- 
ment in the first section of the bill as to 
who shall be registered as wholesale and 
retail dealers in these narcotic drugs, and 
the classification of the registered per- 
sons in each case and the special tax to 
be imposed. It has been the desire of the 
parties to the agreement to bring about, 
if possible, the classification into two 
classes only, namely, wholesale and re- 
tail dealers, and to confine the former to 
those who deal in original packages only 
in wholesale quantities, and make retail 
dealers all others, whether physicians or 
actual retailers of these products. An- 
other question raised was as to whether 
the special tax of $5 shall be paid by 
corporations for all their branch stores 
n which these narcotic drugs are sold. 
It was decided that the special tax should 
be paid by each single druggist, regard- 
less of whether it is a branch of the larger 
establishment or not. 

Difficulties have confronted those who 
are at work upon this legislation, re- 
sulting from the delay in getting the mat- 
ter under way in Congress. The bill will 
be ready for introduction probably dur- 
ing the coming week. After the confer- 
ences held here during the early part of 
the week representatives of the govern- 
ment and of the wholesale and retail 
dealers conferred with Chairman Under- 
wood and Representative Peters, of the 
Ways and Means Committee, which com- 
mittee is to have charge of this legisla- 
tion. Mr. Underwood stated that this 
class of legislation would, in this session, 
as in the last, be placed in charge of a 
sub-committee, of which Representative 
Harrison, of New York, is chairman, and 
Representatives Longworth, of Ohio, and 
Rainey of Illinois, are members. Rep- 
resentative Harrison is out of the city 
and will not return until after the holi- 
days. An effort will be made to get the 
subject under way in some form so that 
an early report can be made to the full 
committee and the bill placed on the 
calendar at the earliest possible day. 

It is recognized by the friends of anti- 
narcotic legislation that with a general 
agreement reached between the wholesale 
and retail dealers and the government 
officials, in favor of the bill that is now 
being prepared, there should be no par- 
ticular difficulty in getting the legislation

through, even in the comparatively short 
time for general legislation at this short 
session of Congress, which expires by 
limitation of law on March 4. It is recog- 
nized, however, that some of the ablest 
lawyers in both houses of Congress, while 
not opposed to the general policy of con- 
trolling trade in narcotic drugs, do object 
to the use of the taxing power of the 
Federal Government for this purpose 
This has been the issue invariably raised 
on all legislation such as has been passed 
by Congress relating to oleomargarine, 
filled cheese, and kindred products which 
the government has sought to control 
through the application of special internal 
revenue taxes. There are intimations that 


some of the officers of the government 
are opposed to such use of the taxing 
power, and with the ablest lawyers in 
both houses taxing that position on this 
anti-narcotic legislation, as they have on 
other internal revenue laws that have 


been passed to regulate the manufacture 
and sale, as well as the transportation of 
various products, it will be possible for 
opponents of the bill so to delay action as 
to prevent the passage of the measure 
during the winter session. It is now be- 
lieved, however, by the framers of the bill, 
that opposition based only upon the legal 
technicality of alleged power in the Fed- 
eral Government to use the taxing power 
for this purpose. when it has been so 
frequently used in other cases, will not 
operate very strongly to prevent the pas- 
sage of the anti-narcotic bill. In this 
view of the matter, as soon as the meas- 
ure has been perfected active efforts will 
be made by the government officials and 
by the representatives of the wholesale 
and retail dealers in these narcotic drugs 
to push the legislation through both 
houses at the earliest possible date.

Prospective Tariff Legislation. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Dec. 6, 1912. 

It will probably be decided within the 
next few days what action the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House is to take 
during the present session relative to 
tariff bills. The only suggestion that has 
been made by the majority of the com- 
mittee is that hearings shall be held dur- 
ing the present session in order to advise 
the, committee what, in the opinion of 
those who will testify, should be done 
with the proposed changes in the tariff 
law. Chairman Underwood, of the com- 
mittee, has indicated a. willingness to 
have such hearings and e idea is sup- 
ported to be that the committeemen are 
not disposed to stand wholly upon the 
tariff bills which were passed during the 
last session of Congress, but will be open 
to suggestions and such changes as may 
be deemed advisable will be made in the 
proposed tariff measures when they are 
presented in the special session next 
spring. 

It is a matter of considerable interest to 


many Senators and Representatives what 
the course is to be during the present ses- 
sion, or the special session, on those mat- 


ters pertaining to the international trade 
of this country, which were so forcibly 
set forth in President Taft’s first message 
to Congress of this session. While Presi- 
dent Taft’s message dealt altogether with 
foreign affairs, he intermingled trade 
matters with djplomatic and other is- 
sues that have -arisen or may arise be- 
tween this country and foreign countries. 
That part of President Taft’s message 
which related to the maximum and mini- 
mum tariff is of tremendous consequence 
to the administration of the State and 
Commerce Departments, as well as the 
Treasury, in dealing with just such is- 
sues as have arisen with respect to our 
trade with Germany. President Taft 
emphasized inehis.message what he sald 
a year ago on the subject of graduated 
tariff duties, and he calls attention to 
the vigorous letter which was written at 
that time by Secretary Knox, urging that 
some legislation be enacted by Congress 
which shall enable the government of the 
United States to meet discriminations 
against American trade in foreign mar- 
kets with penalties imposed on goods of 
such offending country that are sent in- 


to the markets of the United States. 
President Taft is nowhere in his last 
message more ‘urgent and vigorous than 


in commenting upon this proposed policy, 
which has the hearty indorsement of his 
associates in the Cabinet, heads of the 
various departments which deal with our 
international trade. 

Several Senators, some of them mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee, and sev- 
eral members of the House, including 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, were industrious during the last

session in efforts to bring out of these 
couimittees legislation along the lines sug- 
gested by President Taft and Secretary 
ikXnox. Among these Senators and Rep- 
resentatives there is a general unity of 
opinion that the present maximum and 
minimum tariff is inadequate to meet con- 
ditions that have arisen in respect to the 
discriminations made by some _ foreign 
countries against specific items in Amer- 
ican trade with those countries. In other 
words, it is deemed desirable to have a 
mvure elastic system for meeting these 
discriminations rather than to force the 
administrative officers of the government 
to impose the full penalties of our maxi- 
mum tariff, which is 25 per cent. higher 


than the regular scale of duties in the 
Payne tariff law, against an offending 
country which may discriminate against 
only two or three lines in American trade. 

President Taft said among other things 
in his last message that ‘‘flat tariffs are 
out of date. Nations no longer accord 


equal tariff treatment to all other nations 
irrespective of the treatment from them 
received. Such a flexible power at the 
command of the executive would serve to 
moderate any unfavorable tendencies on 
the part of those countries from which 
the importations into the United States 
are substantiully confined to articles on 
the free list as well as of the countries 
lucrative market in the 
their products under 
existing customs rates. It is very neces- 
sary that the American Government 
should be equipped with weapons of 
negotiation adapted to modern economic 
conditions, in order that we may at all 
times be in a position to gain not only 
technically just but actually dutiable 
treatment for our trade, and also for 
American enterprise and vested interests 
abroad.”’ 

In no part of President Taft's latest 
discussion of our international affairs 
was he more urgent in his request that 
Congress take action than in these mat- 
ters relating to foreign trade discrimina- 
tion,

The greatest falling off in new wells for 
the week under review was experienced 


in West Virginia, but that State holds 
tirst place by a slight margin. There 
was a proportionate slump in new pro-

buoyant trend of the crude market 
keeps field operations considerably be- 
yond the average for this season, when 
preparations are generally under way 
to curtail drilling for the winter sea- 
son. The more attractive prices for 
crude oil have stimulated wildcat in- 
terest to an unusually keen degree, and 
considerable territory is being leased 
wherever there is a promise for success- 
ful exploitation. Much of the wildcat 
drilling will necessarily be in abeyance 
during the next few months, but with 
the more propitious weather conditions 
in the spring test drilling will undoubt- 
edly assume much greater significance 
than at any time during the last few 
years, While there can be no doubt as 
to the passing of the Blue Creek field 
of Kanawha county, West Virginia, an 
occasional good producer is brought in 
to sustain the interest of operators. 
One of these wells placed 115 barrels to 
its credit the first twenty-four hours in 
the southwestern extension. In the big 
Sandy district a 200-barrel producer was 
reported and in this section develop- 
ment work is on the increase. The 


total output of the Blue Creek field 
continues to decline, a late report plac- 
ing it at less than 8,000 barrels, as 
against 25,000 barrels, the high level 
mark. Roane county has forged to the 
front as the leading development of the 
high-grade fields, and one of the best 
completions has been reported in a well 
flowing at the rate of 300 barrels a day 
in the Spencer district. The prospects 
are favorable for an increasing produc- 
tion from this district, as the Berea 
grit, where the oil is found, is believed 
to be very regular in its formation. 
Pleasants county is also regarded as a 
field of promise, the 
low sand producers of fairly large ca- 
pacity. One of the completions in the 
county during the week was reported 
#004 for 150 barrels a day, Perry. coun- 
ty is the mainstay of the Southeastern 
Ohio field, and some creditable pro- 
ducers have marked the week’s opera- 
tions. One of these was reported to 
have produced eighty-five barrels the 
first twelve hours. The old wells in 
Keading township of the county con- 
tinue on the downward scale. Tne No- 
vember report on operations on the 
Pennsylvania fields shows 483 comple- 
tions, 4,232 barrels of new daily produc- 
tion, 75 dry holes, 65 gas wells, the 
average per producing well being 12.34 
barrels, aS compared with 16.92 barrels 
in October, when the completions were 
534, With 6,328 barrels of new daily pro- 
duction, 88 dry holes and 77 gas wells. 
At the close of November there were 
671 rigs up and wells in course of drill- 
ing, the same number as at the close of 
October. 

The week’s advices on the Kentucky 
field indicate that operators are lining 
up for the most active winter season in 
years. This stimulus has been occa- 
sioned by the discovery of new sources 
of production in the State as well as 
the increasing course of crude values. 
Late developments have shown a con- 
siderable expansion of Eastern fields, 
while in Wayne county, on the Ten- 
nessee border, and in Lawrence county, 
adjoining West Virginia, many new 
drills are in operation. In the north- 
eastern section Lawrence county holds 
the keenest interest in prospective 
drilling. In Western Kentucky favor- 
able results are reported in Ohio and 
Allen counties, but the lack of market- 
ing facilities there is more or less of a 
detriment to an extension of drilling. 
The best completion during the week in 
Kentucky was in Wayne county, where 
a well was brought in on a fifty-barrel 
initial daily showing.

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ions in Kentucky resulted in sixteen 
comprahoe, with a total daily produc- 
tion of seventy-eight barrels and seven 
dry holes, the average per producing 
8.67 barrels, as compared with 21.37 bar- 
rels in October, when there were ten 
completions, 128 barrels- of new daily 
production and four dry holes. 

The week’s review of the Lima fields 
of Northwestern Ohio _and Indiana 
shows a general decline in completions 
and a more than proportionate slump in 
new production, There were no devel- 
opments of noteworthy interest in 
either section, although a keener incen- 
tive to drilling was reported as a re- 
sult of the advances in crude. The No- 
vember report showed the following re- 
sults:—Northwestern Ohio, 70 comple- 
tions, 839 barrels of new production, 9 
dry holes, an average of 13.75 barrels 
per well, 108 abandoned wells, 88 rigs 
up and wells in course of drilling; In- 
diana, 8 completions, 187 barrels of new 
production, no dry holes, with the aver- 
age per well 23.38 barrels, 158 abandoned 
wells and 7 rigs up and wells in course 
of drilling. The October averages per 
producing well were 10.77 barrels in the 
Ohio end and 19.11 barrels in Indiana. 
Illinois operations during the week 
were less successful than previously, 
declines marking both the finished 
wells and the new production. Law- 
rence county holds the lead in com- 
pleted work and furnishes about four- 
fifths of the new production. There 
were no returns from Wabash county 
during the week. During November 
there were 139 completions in Illinois, 
the new production amounting to 7,104 
barrels as a daily average. There were 
$1 dry holes, making the average per 
producing well 65.78 barrels. — There 
were 24 abandoned wells during the 
month and 197 rigs up and wells drill- 
ing at the close, The average of Octo- 
ber producing wells was 59.41 barrels 
from 124 oil wells, with a daily average 
of 7,367 barrels. , ; 

The November report on mid-conti- 
nent field operations indicates that-the 
month’s total of completions has 
broken all records, 816 wells having 
been brought in, or 160 more than were 
drilled in October. There were 751 rigs 
up and wells in course of drilling at 
the close of November, which number, 
it is believed, would have been ma- 
terially increased if operations were 
not hampered by unfavorable weather 
conditions and lack of water. The

During the eleven months of the 


year there have been 6,256 wells drilled 
in the mid-continent field as compared 
with 4,591 wells for the same time in 
1911. A full year’s comparison is exX-~ 
pected to show an increase of more 
than 2,000 wells in 1912. The total pro- 
ductién of the field is placed at ap- 
proximately » 160,000 barrels a day or 
about 2,000 barrels more than at this 
time last year and gaining steadily. 
The Cushing pool is regarded as the 
leading development of the field; the 
biggest well so far drilled in the pool 
was brought in during the week and 
was credited with 1,000 barrels initial 
production. Another good producer 
was completed in the Cleveland peol, 
claimed as an 800-barrel well. In ;the 
Osage section a well making 700 barrels 
the first twenty-four hours and plac- 
ing 5,000 barrels into the tank the first 
fourteen days was reported, 

A review of the Gulf Coast region for 
November noted 138 completions, 16,583 
barrels of initial daily production, 12 
gas wells and 19 dry holes in the 
Texas-Luuisiana section and 39 com- 
pletions, 7,111 barrels of initial daily 
production, 6 gas wells and 5 dry holes 
in Northern Louisiana. The rigs up 
and wells drilled numbered 342 in the 
former and 101 in the latter fields. 
Comparing these returns with those for 
October, there were a decrease of 6 
completions and of 13 dry holes and an 
increase of 1,756 barrels of new produc- 
tion, 9 gas wells and 26 rigs up and_ 
wells drilling in Texas-Louisiana and 
an increase of 2 completions; 1,491 bar- 
rels of new production and 4 gas wells 
and 20 rigs up and wells drilling and 
a decrease of 5 dry holes in Northern 
Louisiana. 





Refined and Products, 


An uneventful market has prevailed 
for the illuminating oils during the’ 
week, but a firmer tone has been occa- 
sioned as a result of the further appre- 
ciation in the crude product of.,the. 
high grade fields. As of bearing upon 
the féfined product it is of interest to 
note that the leading Pennsylvania oils 
now cost the refiner nearly 5c. per 
gallon before any refining expense has 
been’ added,| The demand for the jllu- 
minant is of am increasing scope in 
consequence of ‘the’ more confident 
character of the market. The export 
moyement from the local port. for the 
week comprised 10,399,770 gallons, as 
against 7,302,585 gallons previously, but 
the aggregate since the first of the 
year remains materially below that for 
the same period in 1911 by 516,811,972 
against 684,209,180 gallons. Charters for 
forward account, booked during the 
week, gavered 160000 cases fore Hong 
Kong ‘of ;,,.Whampoa, and a Similar 
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quantity for four ports Australia, op- 
tion New Zealand, both January-lebru- 
ary trom New York. Nothing of a 
detinite character has been noted in 
connection with the proposed Germany 
petroleum monopoly, designed to pro- 
inote the interests of the Roumanian, 
Galician and Russian fields at the ex- 
pense of the American industry. Op- 
position to tne scheme seems to be 
gaining s.eady ground, and according 
Lo a recent aispatch the socialistic anu 
church elemenis had been able to mus- 
ler enougn votes to dereat the measure 
in the Kelicnstag. 

No further variation in the naphtha 
products is to be noted, local and ex- 
port quotations remaining as previous- 
ly. ‘Inere 1s believed to be a proba- 
pility of an advance in local prices in 
the near future, following the recent 
enhancement in the export schedule 
and tne subsequent strengthening of 
crude. The local trade is of the same 
steady character, and while clearances 
trom the local port were not up to 
those tor tne tormer week by 713,260, 
againsce y36,160 gallons, tne total since 
tne first or the year remains weil in 
excess of that tor the corresponding 
period in lyii vy 100,504,435, against 73,- 
#u8,0ZU gailons.

Of the number of weils brought in in 
Ohio during the month, 90 were located jn w hat 
is known as the Lima district, in the north- 
Western section of the State, with 9 dry holes 
and 839 barrels production; 66 in the Wentral 
Ohio gas fields, with 55 barrels production and 
j2 dry holes and gas wells, while in Southeast- 
ern Ohio there was a total of 93 wells finished, 
with 30 dry holes and gas wells and 981 bar 
rels production, The filinois production for 
completed wells in November, while not as 
great as in other fields, showed more than 
one-half the new output of petroleum for the 
month. 


In the Michigan territory a well was drilled 
in the corporate limits of Saginaw close to the 
producing gas well drilled there two months 
ago, but when drilled at a greater depth than 
the present producing well failed to show any 
oil and is a real dry hole. There may be 
some oil pools found in Michigan, but as yet 
the drill has failed to unearth anything out- 
side of about 40 small wells near Bay City, 
which have been pumping quarts for years, 
similar to the fields across Lake Huron, in 
Ontario. Nothing like barrels in production is 
known in the Port Huron division. The oil 
from the wells, which is considerably less than 
a hundred barrels a month, is utilized at the 
big refining plant at Sarnia, across on the 
Canadian shore from Port Huron, 


Pennsylvania Field, 


While there are a great many completions in 
Pennsylvania, they are so well scattered over 
a@ vast area that none of the fields show much 
activity. Southwestern Pennsylvania is among 
the territory where the best producers are 
found, while the greatest activity is in Ve- 
nango and Clarion counties. In this county 
during the past month 80 wells were drilled, 
of which 17 are listed as dusters and gas 
wells, the others having a new production of 
but 108 barrels. The middle field holds sec- 
ond section with 31 completions, 9 failures and 
36. barrels; Southwestern Pennsylvania, 28 
wells, 12 failures and 161 barrels; Butler and 
Armstrong, 24 wells, 10 dusters and 64 bar- 
rels; Bradford, 41 wells, 7 dusters, 76 barrels, 
and Allegheny, 24 wells, 6 dry and 29 barrels. 

Allegheny county is showing the best new 
producers at this time. Near Walkers, in that 
county, the Nixon crowd drilled in a 20-barrel 
pumper in a wildcat well on the Walker lands. 
A light gas well was drilled by Titus et al. 
on the Keefer lands, Near Woodsville the 
People’s Natural Gas Company drilled a very 
light gas well on the Fryer lands, and Fin- 
negan et al. one small gas well on the Fryer 
lands, 

Seepages of oil have been discovered near 
Harbor and Frizzleburg, in Lawrence county, 
and Franklin oil men have leased up a block 
of 2,000 acres for test work. Southern New 
York is attracting some attention for gas. The 
new activity is In the Arkwright field, near 
Dunkirk. There are now six new locations 
for wells that have been made and rigs and 
drilling tools are at work, 


West Virginia. 


About the only réal pool to attract attention 
in the West Virginia or Little Mountain State 
fields is that called Scaffold Run, in Roane 
county, in the Spencer district. This field has 
been furnishing some creditable producers of 
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late, and with the result that lease owners are 
active in starting new wells. There are al-

Outside of the large gas concerns there is a 
rush by the operators to complete all the work 
that they possibly can before the worst of the 
winter weather sets im and at the same time 
to increase their production of crude during the 
winter season, The uppermost thoughts in the 
minds of the oil trade in West Virginia and 
the thing tnat concerns them most at this pe- 
riod is now to get more oil at the present gvod 
price of $1.85 per barrel. When the market is 
close to the two-dollar mark they find their 
wells good payers, and wildcatters in the 
Western section of the State anu close up to 
the Kentucky line are making the most deter- 
mined effort to secure new and prolific terri- 
tory. Every effort that can be conceived of 
in the testing line is being done in Boone, Lin- 
coln, Clay, Cabell and other counties than at 
any time during the season, Most of the coun- 
ties mentioned outside of Kanawha have large 
blocks of territory that have not been tested, 
and it is those blecks of land that are now 
attracting widespread attention among the ol. 
trade. In the deep-sand districts the large gas 
concerns are holders of the bulk of the terri- 
tory, and they are not letting up in the least 
in their scramble for gas territory. There are 
inany new wells under way in Lewis, Harrison, 
Monongalia, Tyler, Marion and Doddridge coun- 
\ies. In this wild rush for gas there is no 
knowing what may be found in an oil way. 
Drilling for gas was the real cause of the 
vpening of the Blue Creek field that has given 
tne trade something to work on for @ year or 
better, 

In the Blue Creek field, but in the southwest 
extension, the fourth well on the Shirkey tract, 
owned by the Ohio Fuel Oil: Company, pro- 
duced 150 barrels from the Squaw sand, which 
is far above the general average of the late 
wells drilled in the once gusher field. 

Pleasants county at this time looks like one 
of the best finds of the year, being a shallow 
sand proposition with exceptionally large pro- 
ducers. Some couple of weeks ago a well 
irilled by the Monongahela Oil Company on 
ne Thomas Wagner tract, on Sugar Creek, 
n the Union district, started at close to 40u 
arrels a day and still producing 150 barrels, 
mich is remarkable for shallow oil sand. An- 
. ther well has just been drilled in on the same 
acreage and doing at the rate of 200 barrels 
a day natural, This oil was found in the shal- 
low Cow Run sands in which oil in commercial 
quantities is found. The cost of the two wells 
ig but @ trifle compared with the deeper pay 
sands. Pleasants county is holding out induce- 
ments for more active drilling by parties own- 
ing leases in the county anywhere close to 
production. Work is also increasing in other 
shallow sand districts, in Ritchie, Wood, Tyler 
and Wirt counties. 

In the Spencer district on Scaffold Run, 
Roane county, the wells are showing the best 
vf staying qualities. Nos. 1 and 2 Boggs farm 
are doing 245 barrels a day; Nos. 1, 2 and 4 
Atkinson farm, 507 barrels, and there are quite 
a number of wells in the pool now getting ciose 
to the coveted spot and should increase if not 
double the present output. 


Southeastern Ohio. 


"we Southeastern Ohio field is not supplying 
any large producing wells at this time outside 
of the Reading township field in Perry county, 
and the great depth of the wells delays the 
completion of wells, which takes from forty 
to sixty days after the drill starts to find the 
oil pay sand. The Reading township pool will 
no doubt be of small area, as are all the other 
pools found in the gas regions up to this time.

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELD. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Dec. 4, 1912. 


Kentucky operators are getting in readiness 
for the most active winter season in years. 
The situation has been very much bettered this 
fall by the discovery of new sources of pro- 
duction, and this fact, combined with the bet- 
ter crude oil prices, will keep the trade busy. 
Operations are now under good headway in a 
dozen or more Kentucky counties which did not 
figure in the area of activity last spring, while 
other counties are in line for an invasion of 
the advance drillers. Developments within a 
month past have shown a considerable expan- 
sion in Eastern Kentucky’s fields, where work 
is under way in widely separated sections. In 
Wayne county, on the Tennessee border, and 
in Lawrence county, bordering West Virginia, 
many new drills are at work, while the inter- 
vening area is being punctured in many spots, 
counties which now contain drilling rigs being 


Knox, Perry, Magoffin, Wolfe, Floyd and 
Knott, The new era of activity has not yet 
struck the old pools of Bath, Rowan and 


Estill, but new developments for these sec- 
tions are assured during the winter. In West- 
est Kentucky the nucleus for a promising de- 
velopment has been created during the last few 
months in Ohio and Allen counties, while other 
counties where drilling will be further tried 
out include Muhlenberg, Logan and Webster. 

Interest in deep drilling has been increased 
by the discovery of deep oil in profitable quan- 
tities in several localities, and now that prices 
justify operators are hesitating no longer in 
searching for deep oil. Deep wells are now 
drilling in Wolfe, Knox, Morgan and Law- 
rence counties in further efforts to prove the 
extension of the Berea grit. 

Developments for a week past in the estab- 
lished districts reveal no strike of unusual im- 
portance. The best results were found in the 
shallow sand pools of Wayne county, lower 
Kentucky, four new completions being credited 
to that district. One oiler made fifty barrels 
on an initial daily showirig. Advance work is 
being attempted on a wide scale in Wayne 
county, but few extensions have been shown 
for a month past. On the McCreary county 
side, closely bordering the Rock Creek section 
of Wayne, several wells are drilling and the 
pool is gradually being widened. Pennsy!- 
vanians have reached a depth of 400 feet in a 
2,400-foot test in Knox county. This district 
is on a line with the Wayne county fields, and 
shallow oil identical in quality to the Wayne 
county field has been shown in large quantities. 
Operators are hopeful of finding the Berea grit 
formation in Knox county. 

Upper Kentucky pools failed to contribute any 
new production to the week's showing. ‘A num- 
ber of companies are busy in Wolfe county, 
efforts being centered in the direction of the 
100-barrel strike last month in the region west 
of the Campton pool. A pipe line has been 
laid to that strike and it is showing up favora- 
bly. The shallow sand pool along the Bath- 
Rowan border, known as the Ragland field, is 
quiet just now, no new rigs being up, but it is 
expected that the advance in the price of Rag- 
land oil will be an incentive for additional oper- 
ations. In Perry county, south of Wolfe, Penn- 


sylvania Operators have a rig up for a deep 
test. 
In the northeastern end of the State efforts 


continue to be directed toward expanding the 
Lawrence county field. That district contains 
about one dozen rigs, One late oiler has a 
yield of ten barrels, the completion being cred- 


ited to the Busseyville pool. The Beaver 
creek field, in Floyd and Knott counties, and 
the wildeat district of Magoffin county have 
witnessed no completions lately. 

Western Kentucky operations continue with 
vigor. Strikes are being made in Ohio and 


Allen counties almost weekly, but these fields 
contain no marketing facilities of any kind and 
no thorough pumping test has yet been made 
of any of the strikes. Ohio county Operators 
expect to be marketing oil in tank cars within 
a few weeks. 

Kentucky operations will suffer little abate- 
ment during the cold season, as the climate 
does not interfere with fleld work to the same 
extent as In the Northern flelds. Operators are 
going to take advantage of the highest market 
quotations in three years by developing their 
holdings regardless of weather conditions. 
Leasing continues active in all the districts.

CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM REVIEW, 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Cal., Nov, 30, 1912 
Numerous oil men here claim that the figures 
on October's business in the fields here, pub 
lished last week, give every indication of a 
return to better times and better prices. It 
depends, however, somewhat on the point ot 
view. On the face of the returns their pre- 
diction has goon grounds of fulfillment. There 
are other conditions that are not so favorable. 
A comparison of the production and con 
sumption figures for the last six months shows 
that the latter is gaining much more rapidly 






proportionately than the former. In April, for 
example, the total output was 7,208,672 bar- 
rels and the consumption was 6,406,018 bar- 
rels. The daily overproduction that month 
was 26,725 barrels. In October, six months 
later, the output had climbed to 8,152,000 bat 
rels in round numbers. This was the largest 


single month’s production in the history of the 
State, but notwithstanding this the consump 
tion for the same month was 7,772,000 barrels, 
also the largest in the history of the business 


here, and the daily surplus for the monih 
amounted to 12,260 barrels, a decrease in six 


months of 14,465 barrels. 





It may further be said that an increase in 
production under present conditions in the 
field is most improbable. The big increasing 





output for October must be credited to a single 
well—the K. I. & O. gusher in the Midway field

The following 
day it jumped to $1v04. The past week it 
dropped to $90, and to-day is quoted at 
$92. The decline may be due to a statement 


issued by J. S. Torrence, one of the vice-pres 
idents of the company, who suddenly resigned 
his ollice last Monday. Mr, Torrence gave as 
his reason for resigning the fact that tne deal 
was put through with too much secrecy. He 
Stated that none of the officers of the company 
himself included, was consulted, And he knows 
nothing of any arrangements being made to 
take care of the majority stockholders. and it 
is his belief that the minority stockholders are 
not being given a square deal, although Lyman 





Stewart, president of the Union, and Capt 
Jno, sarinson, the managing director of the 
General Petroleum, both give assurances to 
the contrary. Mr. Stewart stated that one of 


the stipulations of the deal was that the same 
price paid for the Stewart holdings should be 
paid to all other stockholders who offered their 
stock to the new owners. Heretofore ali 
Union Oil Company stockholders have had the 
privilege of exchanging their Union Oil Com- 
pany stock for Union Product stock on an 
equal basis, but this right has now been with 
drawn, and it is probable that this fact has 
led to the accusations that the minority were 


getting the worst of it. 
rhe Unicn Oil Company has thous»nds of 
acres of land being held on leases that will 


require drilling on im the near future in order 
to save the lands from forfeiture. About one 
year ago a bond issue of $20,000,000 was au- 
thorized and at that time $5,000,000 worth was 
sold for the purpose, .it was stated, of de- 
veloping the company’s properties and im 
proving its equipment. This money, it is said 
has been expended and the company has had 
difficulty in placing more of these bonds, and 
owing to this fact the company decided to 
negouate with the General Petroleum which 
held an option to purchase the control, ‘The 
local banks have called in the loans on Union 
stock and this also has had its effect on th 
value of the stock.

The Bartlesville sand well, on the Collins 
ranch, in 15-33-11, is attracting a great deal 
of attention. Oil men who know conditions 
in Chautauqua county are confident that a 
large part of that territory will be drilled 
over again for deeper stuff and that a pay- 
ing production will be developed. H. E. 
West, of this city, who has done a great 
deal of drilling in that county, has drilled 
a number of wells to the Bartlesville and 
has found both oil and gas in it. It is re- 
ported that the Collins ranch well will make 
100 barrels, If it will, it means something. 





South of the Chautauqua county line, at 
Elgin, in 22-29-9, Oklahoma, the Barnsdall 


Oil Company has a good well that is giving 
promise of a new development. It is No. 3 
on that lease, and started at better than 
100 barrels, but is reckoned as a 50-barrel 
producer, The pay was found at 1,600 feet 


and is believed té6 be the Peru sand, This 
well is one location south of No. 2, which 


Was just an ordinary well. There was a 
slight break in the sand and then 24 feet 
of good pay. The company is proceeding on 
a locatiun still further south, and will drill 
No. 4. There have been so many evidences 
of a pool around Eigin and Hewins, south 
in Oklahoma, that it will not be at all sur- 
prising if a big pool is developed in that 
vicinity. There have been spasmodic efforts 
to locate the suspected pool, and nearly 
always just enough oil being found to en- 
courage further drilling. The Belmont Oil 
Company, in 4-29-10, has been getting some 
fair wells, starting at 30 to 50 barrels. 

The Uncle Sam Oil Company reports a 
good well on its Baker lease, in 9-20-8, in 
the Cleveland pool. After showing consid- 
erable water at tirst after the shot, and 
then the oil came, and it is claimed it did 
over 800 barrels. Whether it will make that 
much or not, it is a very good well, and 
the company is very fortunate, after having 
drilled several test wells that did not come 
in as expected, in the South Osage. The 
Uncle Sam is selling its oil here to the 
Prairie. It has discontinued drilling on its 
leases in Osage lots 43 and 46. It is re- 
ported that the prospects are very bright for 
extending the Cleveland pool several miles 
to the west. The well drilling in 16-21-7 is 
reported to have a showing for 25 barrels. 
This is important to the Cleveland pool. 

It is getting interesting fast in the Cush- 
ing district. Gunsburg & Foreman have 
just completed their No. 1 on the EB. Rich- 
ards, in 5-17-7, and it is credited with 1,000 
barrels initial production. This does not 
extend the field any, but it shows that the 
best of the pool has not heretofore been 
tapped. This is the biggest well yet drilled 
in the Cushing district. Section 5 promises 
to be one of the rich spots of the new field. 
There is a vast amount of new work there 
now. Gunsburg & Foreman have eight rigs 
and drilling wells on this lease. 

The Roxanna Oil Company, sometimes 
ealled the Asiatic Company, which bought 
the Bell properties in the Cherokee and the 
Paova Oil Company production in the Cleve- 
land district, is conducting a vigorous drill- 
ing campaign. The company has offices in 
Bartlesville and is running twenty strings 
of tools, mostly around Bartlesville and in 
the Adair pool, where about fifteen wells 
have been drilled this month, starting off 
at from 125 to 250 barrels. The company 
is starting work now on several new leases. 


Senator R. A. Beatty has sold his half 
interest in the Susie Martin lease in the 
Canary pool, with three wells and 42 bar- 


rels a day production, to his partner, H. H. 
Galbraith, also of this city. The sale price 
is said to have been approximately $325 a 
barrel. There are two dry holes on the 
property. Mr. Galbraith made his start in 
the Canary pool and still pins his faith to it. 
The production of the mid-continent field 
is about 20,000 barrels a day larger than it 
was a year ago at this time, and it is 
gradually growing larger. If the Cushing 
pool develops as it is expected to, there will 
soon be a surplus of oil again, some profess 
to believe, but the producers are not afraid 
of that condition arriving again very soon. 
It is believed the output of this field is 
larger now than it was in the palmy days 
of the Glenn pool. One of the big factors 
in the consumption of mid-continent oil now 
is the independent, that is, those consumers 
outside of the three big pipe-line concerns. 
A year ago the small refineries and inde- 
pendent shippers were taking about 16,000 
barrels of oil a day. Now they are taking 
about 27,500 barrels a day. That makes 4 
big difference on the field. Every one of the 
small refineries (and a number of them are 
no longer small) is flourishing this year; 
most of them are increasing the capacity 
of the plants, and all are said to be mak- 
ing money. They are paying more for oll 
than they have paid before, and getting a 
little more for their product, Probably 
nothing has contributed more to their suc- 
cess than the abandonment of strife among 
themselves for market territory. Some of 
them, too, have given up the fight ‘against 


corporations,’’ and are devoting their ef- 
forts to building up their own business. 
Even the Uncle Sam Oil Company has 


changed its policy and is now selling its 
production in the southern end of the field 
to the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, and 
the Uncle Sam Oi] Company is making 
money, now. There is little strife any- 
where in the field; everybody seems to be 
happy; the entire production is approxi- 
mately 160,000 barrels a day; there is work 
everywhere, and better days seem imme- 
diately dhead, 

John A. Bell and associates, who re- 
cently sold their production in the Cherokee 
to the Roxanna Oil Company, are now start- 
ing in to develop some new properties, hav- 
ing several thousand acres of leases that 
have not been started. The new operations 
will be under the name of the Tahlequa 
Gas Company. This company has started 
No. 1 test on the Charles Nave allotment in 
16-25-14, south of the Adair pool, and No, 1 


on the Ella Wilkerson in 6-26-13, near 
Bartlesville, 

The Brownie Oil Company, composed of 
Peru operators, has started drilling on the 
James Baker land in 1-27-13, Dewey district, 
and is spudding No. 2 on the same lease, 
This is at Alyetta, Five wells will be 
drilled at once, 

John A. Bell is drilling No. 5 on the 
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Hester farm in 16-35-15, near Tyre, this 
county This well will be drilled to the 
Bartlesville sand in the hope of developing 
a new production. The other wells on the 
farm are in the shallow sand. In 31-34-15 
the Franklin Oil Company has a number of 
wells in the 480-foot pay, and they are still 
making eight barrels a day. 

The Indian Territory llluminating Com- 
pany has a good well in No. 2 on Osage 
section 26-21-11. It made 700 barrels the 
first twenty-four hours and put 5,000 barrels 


into the tank the first fourteen days. A. P, 
McBride and Billy Brown drilled on the 
south half of the same section, almost an

NEATSFOOT OTL.—Trading in the 
market for neatsfoot oil was fair, with 
the higher grades in request from for- 
eign sources.

COURT OF CUSTOMS APPEALS HOLDS RE- 
LIQUIDATION BY COLLECTOR ON 
NOTICE OF APPEAL BY TREASURY 
DEPARTMENT AGAINST FREE ENTRY 
ERRONEOUS, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 6, 1912. 


The United States Court of Customs 
Appeals, in a decision by Judge De Vries, 
has reversed a decision by the Board of 
General Appraisers in a case brought by 
the Lange Soap Company, involving im- 
portations of gum resin made at the sub- 
port of Laredo, Tex. This decision is one 
of the most unique that has come from 
the Custom Court, in view of numerous 
decisions resulting from interference by 
the Treasury Department in the original 
action by the Collector of Customs in 
holding that this gum resin was entitled 
to free entry as a crude product. It is 
evident from a statement of the case as 
mede by Judge De Vries in the first part 
of his opinion that the collector in his 
original appraisement of the product held 
it entitled to free entry, basing his action 
upon a former decision by the Board of 
General Appraisers, holding that certain 
crude resin was entitled to free entry. It 
appears that later tie government had 
taken an appeal from cnis decision and 
the auditor of the Treasury Department 
brought that fact to the attention of the 
collector, whereupon the collector’ re- 
liquidated the entries with the ultimate 
result that the wnporter was obliged to 
go to the Court of Customs Appeals with 
the present case. 

In summarizing this situation as it was 
produced, preliminary to the final action 
of the United States Court of Customs 
Appeals in this case, and showing the 
basis of the present action, namely, a 
former decision by the Court of Customs 
Appeals in a case entitled United States 
vs. Sheldon, Judge De Vries says:— 


This controversy arose upon importations 
of gum resin or resin made at the sub-port of 
Laredo, Texas. The facts as supplied by the 
record and admissions of counsel in their re- 
spective briefs are not controverted. The 
resin was imported in March, 1911, and ad- 
mitted to free entry as ‘‘gum resin * * * in 
a crude state,’’ etc., under paragraph 559 of 
the tariff act of 1909. In October, 1910, the 
Board of General Appraisers had decided that 
certain crude resin was entitled to free entry 
and later an appeal from that decision had 
been taken by the government claiming such 
dutiable under paragraph 20 of the act, and 
promulgated as T. D. 30966. The auditor for 
the Treasury Department called attention of 
the collector to the appeal, whereupon the lat- 
ter reliquidated the entries assessing duties 
upon the importation under said paragraph 
making return that he did so ‘after receipt of 
letter from the auditor relative to why T. D. 
30966 was not followed.’’ 

A sample of the merchandise accompanies 
the record, and is duly identified thereby. The 
appeal from the devision of the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers having been decided adversely 
to the government by this court (United 
States v. Sheldon, 2 Ct. Cust. Appls., 486), the 
cases arising at Laredo, Texas, were called 
for trial at the port of New York. The deci- 
sion of the board is as follows:— 

‘‘When these protests were called for hear- 
ing there was no appearance on behalf of 
protestants, and we are therefore without evi- 
dence in support of the claims for classifica- 
tion other than that made by the collector; 
and we must therefore presume that his action, 
was correctly taken and overrule the protests.’’ 
The case is now here on appeal of the im- 
porter. 

The government held in this case that 
non-appearance before the board by the 
protesting importer has been sustained in 
repeated instances as settling a question, 
and that the sample of the product fur- 
nished by the importer was insufficient 
evidence to warrant a reversal. Judge 
De Vries, in the present case, holds that 
the non-appearance of the protesting im- 
porter was not the reason for the decision 
of the board and that while there is a 
presumption that the decision of the col- 
lector is a correct one, this is a disputable 
presumption and which may be rebutted 
by the facts of the record. ? 

After reviewing the issue raised regard- 
ing the methods of procedure of appeal 
to the Boara of General Appraisers as 
affecting decisions that have been made 
bv the board and also by the collector 
ef customs, the court turns the entire 
question with 1eterence to the appeal in 
case decided by the

Federal Court. United States vs. Sheldon, 
2 Ct. Cust. Appls. 485, and Judge De Vries 
says:—

With the approach of the end of the 
year and the inventory-taking period, 
there has been a material diminution in 
purchasing operations in all depart- 
ments of the drug market. In the hope 
of stimulating the flagging demand and 
encouraging buying in at least some 
lines, Some importers of crude drugs 
and manufacturers of medicinal prod- 
ucts have lowered their prices slightly 
for a few of their commodities, but 
their efforts to augment purchases by 
such tactics have been futile. Only a 
moderate jobbing demand and the buy- 
ing of supplementary lots, needed in 
addition to the goods which are being 
delivered on outstanding contracts, con- 
tinue to be noted in most lines, and it 
is not expected that there will be any 
noteworthy increase in purchasing un- 
til after the turn of the year. 

With this falling off in buying, there 
have been many more recessions in 
prices than advances within the week, 
the most important of the lowered quo- 
tations being those for opium, of which 
comparatively large arrivals from Tur- 
key are expected within the near fu- 
ture. More liberal arrivals of new crop 
menthol and increased offerings of this 
commodity have likewise resulted in a 
material reduction of the prices asked 
for spot lots, and keen competition, 
coupled with a more extensive produc- 
tion, has brought about a further mark- 
ing down of the quotations for glyc- 
erine. Among other goods, whose 
prices have been lowered, are quick- 
silver, tartar emetic, balsam tolu, sloe 
berries, Tahiti vanilla beans, natural 
sassafras, Baltimore wormseed and 
wormwood oils, grinding sage and 
American spearmint leaves, golden seal 
root, Dutch and German poppy seeds. 
nutmegs and flor and No. 1 carnauba 
waxes. The advances, which have been 
less numerous than the declines, have 
included the marking up of quotations 
for nitrate of silver, Oregon fir balsam, 
gum mastic, Valencia saffron flowers, 
lemon, orange and East India sandal- 
wood oils, belladonna leaves, Floren- 
tine and Verona orris root, celery and 
parsley seeds and ozokerite wax.

Although spot stocks are far from 
plentiful, relatively large consignments 
are now Known to be on the way to the 
local port, and in view of the con- 
templated replenishing of the present 
depleted supplies, leading importers 
and other holders here have lowered 
their quotations on the gum 20c., within 
the interval to a basis of $6.80 for 
both case and jobbing lots of druggists 
quality and have similarly marked 
down prices of both powdered an1 
granular grades to $7.80. A few han- 
dlers of the narcotic have refused to 
meet this cut in quotations and are 
stil holding out for $7 for the gum 
and $8 for the powdered and granular 
descriptions, while still others are ask- 
ing $7.85 and $7.90 for the powdered 
grade. It is still proving somewhat 
troublesome for vperators to arrange 
for shipments of the gum from the 
primary markets because of the scarc- 
ity of neutral vessels sailing from Tur- 
kish ports, and although it appears 
probable that the proposed armistice 
between Turkey, the Balkan federation 
and Greece will soon halt all actual 
warfare in Southeastern Europe, it will 
probably be some time before a treaty 
of peace is signed and before trans- 
portation by land and sea between 
Turkey and the remainder of the civil- 
ized world resumes normal proportions. 
Recent advices from Turkey state that 
the damage done to the fall sowings by 
the troops in that country has 
amounted to about 10 per cent, and 
that the 1912-1913 yield cannot exceed 
60 per cent. of the last crop. Despite 
this indicated shortage in the new crop, 
operators in the primary markets ap- 
pear more disposed than hitherto to 
shade their prices as they are obvious- 
ly in need of ready money in view cf 
the difficulties which they are encoun- 
tering in attempting to renew their 


loans except at exorbitant raes of in- 





terest. After the December settlements 
have been made in these centers, how- 
ever, it believed that prices will be 
more firmly maintained.

Reflection of the material reduction 


of supplies in Europe, which has re- 
sulted rrom the heavy absorption of the 
salts in the Balkan-Turkish war, has 
been noted in the comparatively high 
unit reached at the latest Amsterdam 
salts auction, held Friday. At this sale 
all of the 50,000 ounces of British phar- 
macopoial salts ottered were marneced 
at an average price of 14.25 florins per 
kilo, the highest unit reached in recent 
years, with thé exception of that real- 
ized*at the first of the sales held lust 
August. This latest unit compares very 
favorably with the average price of 
14.14 florins secured at the November 
auctions, and with 13.54 florins and 13.50 
florins recorded in October. Evidence 
of a strengthening of the statistical 
position of the drug has also been fur- 
nished within the week in the advices 
that the shipments of bark from Java 
to Europe for November had amounted 
to 1,598,000 pounds, as compared with 
1,758,000 pounds for October, 1,692,000 
pounds for September and with 2,106,000 
pounds for August, Outside lots of the 
sulphate are being very strongly main- 
tained at the recent advance, which has 
carried Java goods in second hands to 
l74%c. and both German and Amster- 
dam salts to 18¢c. and 18%c. Both for- 
eign and domestic manufacturers of the 
salts continue to hold their quotations

— Confectionery 
manufacturers and other large consum- 
ers continue to buy freely of this com- 
modity, which is being very strongly 
held on a bulk basis of 3lc, and 32c, for 
prime brands, and at 33c, for supgrior 
quality. Wrapped fingers in 12-pound 
boxes are likewise being firmly main- 
tained at 36c. up to 39c., according to 
brand, in sympathy with the stiffening 
tendency noted abroad, following the 
iatest Amsterdam auction, held Tues- 
day. At this sale a unit of 78 Dutch 
cents per half kilo was realized on the 
Van Houten offerings, which embraced 
78% tons of Van Houten A and 8542 tons 
of Van Houten B. Eighty-two per cent, 
of the 252% tons of all brands offered at 
this auction was marketed at this unit, 
which compares favorably with the 
average price of 72% Dutch cents se- 
cured at the November sale, with 75 at 
the October auction and with 74 at the 
September sale,

CODLIVER OIL.—A strong under- 
tone is noted in both primary and local 
markets for the medicinal quality oil, 
as a result of the heavy buying which 
was noted until recently. Refiners in 
Norway have generally raised their 
prices to $15.50@16 f. o. b. Norwegian 
ports, according to brand, and it now 
costs about $22@22.50 to lay the oil 
down in New York. There is stfll some 
oil available here, however, at $21.50, 
but up to $25 is being asked for cer- 
tain brands. One of the leading Nor- 
wegian refiners recently discovered that 
he had oversold heavily and was com- 
pelled to cover his short commitments 
to the extent of 1,000 barrels. This cov- 
ering operation he effected while in 
the local market, buying the oil in 
bond and shipping it from this port 
to his customers.

GLYCERINE.—With the virtua! end, 
ing of the dynamite season for the 
winter, manufacturers of crude 
glycerine have been flooding the mar. 
kets of the West and East with soap 
lye and saponification grades and, ag 
a result of the greatly increased pro-~ 
duction and keen competition between 
refiners, prices have been lowered again 
to the extent of a half cent. Though 
one large Western refiner has lowered 


his quotation on C, P. to 18%c. jn 
drums and barrels, other producers 
are still asking 19c., and the refiner 


quoting 18%c., is permitting his Kast- 
ern agent to take new orders only, 
subject to acceptance and confirmation 
by the home office. In cans the quota- 
tion on C. F. is 19%@20c. The asking 
figures on dynamite have been firmly 
maintained at 18c., according to qual- 
ity. Crude lye, which has been sold in 
Chicago as low as 11\c., is offered here 
at 138c. on a drums included basis, 
while saponification is generally quoted 
by leading manufacturers in the East 
at 14@15c. Some local makers of these 
grades, however, are asking 14%@15\e, 
for soap lye and 164@16%c. for saponi- 
fication. Deliveries on outstanding 
contracts for C, P. are being made in 
large volume, but there has recently 
been a material slackening in the plac- 
ing of new contracts. The dynamite 
grade is in only light demand, as a re- 
sult of the cessation of mining and oil 
well operations with the advent of 
freezing weather. An increasing use of 
dynamite glycerine, in the form of dy- 


namite for ploughing purposes, has 
been noted this year as a result of 


demonstrations made by leading manu- 
facturers of this explosive. It has been 
discovered that the dynamite turns a 
furrow much deeper than the ordinary 
plowshare, and thereby brings to the 
surface the virgin soil so greatly de- 
sired in the production of large crops. 

Our correspondents in Paris and Dus- 

seldorf have advised us as follows:— 
Paris, Nov. 22, 1912. 

The European glycerine market seems to have 
improved within the last few days, and offers 
for prompt shipment are now scarcer than at 
any previous time in several weeks. Manufac- 
turers have been holding 1913 shipments firmer 
than spot goods and bids have remained un- 
answered, 

For prompt shipment the following prices are 
quoted:—Saponification, 15744 frances and lye, 
13744 .ranes per kilo. 

Over next year prices are 16214@165 franes 
per kilo for saponification and 142% frances per 
kilo for dye. 

All these prices are on a basis, as usual, of 
new iron drums included, payment at ninety 
days’ sight, cost and freight, New York. 

Dusseldorf, Nov. 25, 1912. 

The feature of the market within the week 
has been quietness in the saponification as well 
as in the dynamite grade, Distilled chemically 
pure glycerine is reported to have been sold at 
very low figures, and is not at all in accord- 
ance with crude values. 

Leading buyers of crude glycerine seem to be 
well covered, but are willing to pay for de 
livery over 1913 152.50 francs at good shipping 
ports, No transactions of any importance a 
this price have been put through, however. 

With regard to the German producers most 
of them are not anxious to sell at all, as they 
look for a much higher level of prices. 


MAGNESIA CARBONATE.—Follow- 
ing the recent raising of prices for spot 
goods, the manufacturers of this com- 
modity have fixed their quotations on 
contracts covering deliveries in 1913 at 
5c, in barrels, 5%c. in kegs and 6c, in 
bags, and are now asking 5%4@é6c. for 
immediate delivery. Stocks continue 
very scanty and are being offered on 
the spot in only a limited way. F 

MENTHOL.—More liberal offers % 
new crop goods and the prospect of 
comparatively large arrivals from 
Japan within the near future have it 
duced local holders to lower their que 
tations 50c. further within the week 
making the revised quotation $12.50@2.

for «maller quantities, down to a single 
ounce. 

QUICKSILVER.—A recent reduction 
of in the 100-flask lot price of one 
of ihe leading manufacturers to’ a 
basis of $40 has caused a commensurate 
lowering of the quotation for jobbing 
lots of this metal, amounting to 2c., 
which has carried the asking prices 
down to 56@58c. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—A reduction of 
a cent in manufacturers’ quotations for 
this commodity has been announced 
within the week, the revised prices be- 
ing 23%,@24c. Increased production is 
given as the cause for the lowering of 
the asking figures. 


Balsams. 


COPAIBA,.—Only a moderate demand 
continues to be noted for true South 
American, and in the hope of encour- 
aging buying operations, local holders 
have kept their prices down to 46@47c. 
for this description, although the sup- 
ply is far from plentiful. The so-called 
Hamburg goods are still maintained at 
42@44c., while the Para variety is com- 
manding 50@55c, 

FIR BALSAM.—Growing scarcity of 
the Oregon grade has been further re- 
flected in another advance in prices 
amounting to 2c., which has made the 
revised quotation 82c. in barrels and 
85c. in cans. Canada balsam, which is 
in equally scanty supply in the North- 
west as well as on the spot, is still 
quoted at $6.25 in barrels and $6.50 in 
cans. 

TOLU.—Additional arrivals and the 
consequent replenishing of spot stocks, 
together with a slackening of the de- 
mand, have brought about a further 
concession in prices amounting to 5c., 
which has lowered the quotation for 
this balsam to 75@85c., as to quantity 
and holder.

SAW PALMETTO.—As spot stocks

VANILLA.—Purchasing operations in 
the new crop Mexican whole beans, as 
well in the 1912-1913 cuts, are now 
well under way in both the Papantla 
and Gutierrez-Zamora districts and the 
prices asked by the curers for next 
summer's delivery of the whole beans 
and for March-April deliveries of the 
picaduras are being advaced steadily. 
Some of the first curings of the cuts 
are expected to reach New York toward 
the end of January, but, as usual with 
initial offerings, it is expected that 
these cuts will prove to be of inferior 
quality. It is still considered prema- 
ture to make any definite estimate on 
the 1912-1913 Mexican yield, but it is 
generally believed that it will reach 
about the same proportions as the 
1911-1912 crop, though the beans will! 
in most instances be of much poorer 
quality than the exceptionally high- 
class product of the last outturn. There 
nas recently been some shading on the 
cheaper grades of the 1911-1912 crop 
cuts which are now offered by the New 
York operators as low as $3.20 in some 
cases. Up to $3.37% is still being 
asked for the better grades of old crop 
cuts, however, and whole beans are 
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still maintained at $3.75@4.75, as to 
quality and quantity. 
Bourbons are still being offered at

arrivals of the New crop beans are 


principally constituted. For the new 
crop arrivals of high quality, however, 
prices are being very firmly held in 
the markets of France and the same is 
true of the desirable curings which 
are still on the islands. Initial esti- 
mates on tne new crop yield indicate a 
production of 227,000 pounds, but it is 
still deemed too early in the season to 


reach any accurate conception of the 
size of the output. New York opera- 
tors still quote $3@3.75, according to 
quality for the old crop beans, 
Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 
Paris, Nov. 22, 1912. 

The markets in France appear to be influ- 
enced adversely by the recent recession in Lon- 
don and also by the relatively low prices ob- 






tained on numerous lots defective 
cured beans which consignees are being com- 
pelled to sell at a sacrifice and to market 
speedily as the pressure of offerings increases, 
For an excellent lot of new crop Nos 
beans, consisting of 1,000 kilos of the Zé 
brand, only about 35 frances has been paid at 
Havre, and for a very desirable description of 
the foregoing beans 34 frances has been accept- 
ed at Nantes. In Paris a questionable lot of 
Nossi-Be beans has sold at 31 francs, and on 
several lots of Mayotte beans the prices ob- 
tained have ranged from 31 to 35 francs. Even 
the commensurately low prices quoted on the 
arrivals of new crop Bourbons do not appear to 
tempt buyers, who seem disposed to awalt a 
still more favorable market, when stocks in 
France have been swelled by heavy arrivals 
from Madagascar, which should reach the mar- 
ket in January. The Madagascar crop will 
probably attain large proportions. It is now 
counted upon to produce eighty tons. ‘To date 
the offerings of beans from this quarter have 
included only those from Nossi-Be, but this 
province alone has produced twenty tons this 
year in place of twelve tons, as in the previous 
year. At Amsterdam an inferior lot of Java 
beans has been sold at 4% florins and another 
lot of similar description has been marketed 
at 5 florins per half kilo. 

South Americans are quoted at $3.25 
@3.75, according to quality, but, as 
there are only a few small lots of the 
last Guadaloupe crop in the hands of 
New York operators, this quotation is 
almost nominal. The new Guadaloupe 
crop promises to be about as large as 
the previous yield, 

TAHITIS.—The recent flooding of the 
San Francisco market with a large ar- 
rival of beans from Papeete has 
resulted in a further shading of prices 
in that center as well as in Hamburg 
und New York, as neither the operators 
nor extract manufacturers appear de- 
sirous of augmenting their stocks so 
soon before inventory-taking time. The 
quotations made by the local operators 
have been revised downward 5c. to $2.10 
@2.20 for white label beans and to $2 
@2.05 for green label goods. The latest 
arrival at San Francisco consisted of 
more than 500 tins.

raised by a majority of local holders 
to the extent of 5c. to $2.10@2.25, ac- 
cording to brand and quantity. Several 
sales agents for the Sicilian manufac- 
turers refuse to shade $2.20 and $2.25.

The Janu- 
ary delivery is now offered at $2.50. 

Our correspondent in the Palermo 
malket has advised us as follows:— 
Nov. 23, 1912 

The yield of new crop oil from the recent 
pressings, which are virtually the first of the 
season, seems to have been small in comparison 
with the engagements which have been made 
for November and December deliveries. It has, 
ther. fcre, been impossible to elicit new offerings 
from the operators, who have generally been 
exceedingly busy filling the contracts which 
they already have on hand, and, as there has 
been a fair demand of late from consuming 
centers, the market has become firmer and 
these who have been unable to withhold pur- 
chases have had to pay a considerable advance 
cver previous figures. 

PE PPE RMINT.—Although reports 
from the Michigan producing territory 
continue to tell of a large unsold sur- 
plus of the oil in that section of the 
country and of a weakening tendency 
on the part of some growers and oper- 
ators there, local handlers continue to 
maintain their prices very strongly at 
$2.80@2.90 in tins, The only brand which 
is offered in bottles is likewise being 
very firmly held at the old quotation of 
$3.35@3.40. 

One of our correspondents in Michi- 
gan has advised us as follows:— 

December 2, 1912. 

Conditions remain very quiet and inactive as 
far as peppermint is concerned in the West. 

Growers are gradually weakening and letting 
go of their holdings at prices which did not 
seem at all attractive in the fall. Held-over 
stocks of oil continue to show up in unex- 
pected places, and it is being realized more and 
more that a quite a portion of the 1912 crop 
will have to be carried over by some one, and, 
of course, with the prospect for another large 
acreage increase again, every one will be re- 
luctant to do this, so a further decrease in 
values would not cause any surprise.

specifications has tended to eliminate 
pig lot trading, but there has been no 
falling off in the volume of small trans- 
actions. Sustained activity in the paper, 
textile, glass and several other indus- 
tries is having its effect on the demand 
for chemicals and the call for regular 
contract deliveries is satisfactory. 
There are occasional instances of sur- 
plus holdings of odds and ends which 
usually materialize at this time otf 
year, and for these second hands can 
shade original prices. An instance of 
this character is demonstrated in 
oxalic acid, which sold during the in- 
terval at the lowest price since August. 
Nitrate of lead could possibly be shad- 
ed on spot, but there was an entire ab-+ 
sence of transactions to test the mar- 
ket. Carbon tetrachloride was quotably 
unchanged at 944c., although the tone 
of the market was easier. Bleach has 
stiffened on spot, with demand active 
and new arrivals passing readily into 
industrial channels. White granular 
sal ammoniac which was recentiy ob- 
tainable at concessions on spot, has 
been cleaned up and the market pre- 
gents a decidedly firm appearance. No 
further price changes can be noted in 
carbonate of potasn. Acetic acid and 
acetate of lime are both described as 
very firm and in some quarters an ad- 
yance is predicted in the near future. 
Glassmakers’ needle antimony is in firm 
tendency, although spot is still obtain- 
able at 4%c. White arsenic on spot has 
remained quiet at former prices, with 
reports of future trading at conces- 
sions. Below is a detailed market re-+ 
port of the principal items of chemical 
interest, also a summary of the Liver- 
pool, London, Antwerp and Philadel- 
phia chemical markets. 
Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—While 
there is no essential change in local 
trade conditions, the undertone of the 
market continues firm and a steady 
movement is reported into industrial 
channels. The most pronounced de- 
mand is said to emanate from the 
lumber and baking powder trades.

BLEACHING POWDER.—The 
prompt disposal of recent heavy ar- 
rivals from Hamburg and Liverpool 
has placed local supplies in a limited 
condition and the spot market has de- 
veloped a firmer tone.

The market is slow, with but little 
trading against spring requirements. 
The market. has been free from active 
trading so long that interest of the 
trade is shown more in*the price and 
position of several articles than in con- 
suming demand. Sulphate of ammonia 
has been weak for some time, yet a re- 
port is current that prices will advance 
as soon as trading improves. Nitrate of 
soda is firm in all positions. Animal 
ammoniates are firm with a tendency 
to higher values and in packing centers 
prices on blood and tankage have ad- 
vanced. Fish scrap is also firm and the

market for animal ammoniates _in 
general is in a strong position, with 
values giving promise of future 
strength. Bones are likewise holding 


high levels and with offerings rather 
scarce there seems to be a good found- 
ation for asking values. The American 
consul at Chemnitz, in discussing the 
exports of phosphate rock, claims it 
would be of benefit to utilize the raw 
material at home in making super- 
phosphates since we import large 
quantities of the latter. Potash salts 
are in fair movement on old orders, but 
new business is quiet as consumers are 
well fortified for the present. Propa-+ 
ganda work for the large and more in+ 
telligent use of fertilizers is becoming 
more universal and a report from the 
South states that a campaign of edu- 
cation is to be carried on with a view 
of increasing consumption. Interest is 
also shown in the announcement that 
the German potash syndicate is to ap- 
propriate a large sum for propaganda 
work. For reviews of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta markets refer to 
index on page 23. Detailed reports on 
the materials of the local market fol- 
low :i— 
Nitrogenous Fertilizers. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—For- 
eign sulphate is reaching local markets 
in larger quantities at present, but 
compared with last year the market 
is dull. Shipments to this country from 
the United Kingdom showed a decline 
of nearly 5,000 tons in October. The 
fact that other consuming centers are 
following the example of the United 
States is a factor in weakening for- 
eign markets, and the English market 
in particular is in a rather demoralized 
condition because of the uncertainty 
of the future demand. A report from 
Manchester says that some _ sellers 
think the market is about to gain in 
strength. Quotations there are uncer- 
tain, for while business has been done 
at £14 other sales are reported on a 
basis of £13 17s. 6d. Trading in fu- 
tures is slow because buyers refuse 
to pay more than spot goods, while 
sellers are quoting higher prices for 
spring delivery. In Liverpool spot sul- 
phate is quoted at £14 3s. 9d., and 
January-June is held at£1l4 lls. 3d. 
In the local market prices are repeated 
at $3.15@3.18, with futures at $3,22% 
@3.25. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Nitrate of 
soda is holding firm at $2.60 for spot 
and shipments. Buyers are inquiring 
about future positions, but actual sales 
are small and the market is compara- 
tively quiet. The advance in freight 
and sailing rates has weakened the 
market a little on the West Coast and 
early shipment is quoted at 8s. 7d. 
per quintal. In former years the fluc- 
tuations in freight rates have been met 
by price changes on the West Coast, 
so that the delivered price of nitrate 
to the consumer was kept quite steady, 
but freight advances this year have 
been so large that there was no hope 
of keeping the market steady by corre- 
sponding reductions in the selling price 
of nitrate. For instance tramp steam- 
ers have been chartered at 36s. for 
December-February loading, as against 
21s, a year ago, and sailers are 10s. 
per ton higher. The product of the 
works on the West Coast is said to 
be well sold out, and first hands have 
but little now to offer. Shipments to 
Europe for November are estimated 
at about 275,000 tons, which is a big 
increase over November of last year. 

Ammoniates, 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
A consignment of 4,300 bags of dried 
blood from Rosario reached the local 
market this week. Holders of dried 
blood are quite firm in their views, 
and are asking $2.75 with futures even 
firmer. Consumers are not taking on 
large supplies, and they say that the 
market should go down in price, be- 
cause at this time of year there is a 
big increase in the number of animals 
slaughtered and consequently a larger 
production of dried blood. Tankage is 
quiet, with sellers quoting $2.65 and 
10. A report from London says that 
dried blood and tankage has been re- 
ceived to considerable extent from the 
Argentine and prices are holding 
steady with buyers showing improved 
interest in the market. 


FISH SCRAP.—This_ material 


is 





arousing no interest at present, and 
with the menhaden season over there 
are no developments to report in the 
way of production. When buying on 
the part of fertilizer manufacturers be- 
comes brisk there may be competition 
to obtain supplies of scrap, and if so, 
prices are liable to move upwards, but 
there is no indication of a heavy buy- 
ing movement in the present market. 
Quotations have advanced to $2.85 and 
10 ft. o. b, Baltimore. Whole guano is 
quoted at $3.10 and 10. 


Pyrites, 
Demand for this ore is quiet when 


based on comparison with last year, 
and this is reflected in the diminished 
receipts of foreign pyrites. Prices are 
steady at:—Spanish crudes, unwashed 
fines, per unit, averaging 50@52 per 
cent. of sulphur, ex ship, 11@11'c., 
Spanish small, unwashed fines, 114%@ 
18c.; furnace size, high grade, prac- 
tically non-arsenical, containing 1-10 
per cent. or less arsenic, 14c.; domes- 
tic concentrates f, o. b. mill, 13%c. 


Phosphates. 

ACID AND BONES.—The local mar- 
ket for acid phosphate is hardly more 
than nominal and this material is re- 
ceiving no attention from consumers. 
Prices are repeated at $6.75 for 16 per 
cent. Receipts of bones were noted 
this week, coming from Mexico and the 
Argentine, and 1,690 bags of bone fer- 
tilizer were received from Bristol. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The consul at 
Chemnitz has raised the question of 
whether or not it would be advantaze- 
ous to transform phosphate rock into 
superphosphates instead of exporting 
the raw material. He points out that in 
1910 our exports of raw phosphate rock 
to Belgium were valued at over $400,006 
and our imports of superphosphates 
from that country in the same year 
were valued at about the same amount. 
He believes that the superphosphates 
could be manufactured more cheaply 
at home. Shipments from Mt. Pleasant 
for the week ending November 29 
amounted to 193 cars. Weather con- 
ditions have been favorable for min- 
ing, and all the plants have been work- 
ing at full capacity. Prices are held 
unchanged and are quoted:—$3.50@3.75 
for South Carolina phosphate rock, kiln 
dried, f. 0. b. Ashley River; $3.70@3.80 
for Florida and pebble phosphate rock, 
68 per cent., f. 0. b. Port Tampa, Fla.; 
$3.75@6 for Florida thhigh-grade phos- 
phate hard rock, 77 per cent., f. 0. b. 
Florida ports; $5@5.50 for Tennessee 
phospnate rock, f. 0. b. Mount Pleas- 
ant, domestic, 70@80 per cent.; $4.75@ 
5 for 75 per cent. guaranteed and $4.25 
@4.50 for 68@72 per cent. A. report 
from South Africa says that further 
attempts are to be made by a Johannes- 
burg syndicate to develop the phos- 
phate deposits which are known to 
exist at Weenen, in Natal. The chief 
government analyst has been sent to 
make an examination, and nis report is 
awaited with much interest. At the 
present time fertilizers to the value of 
over £100,000 per annum are imported 
into the Union,

Demand for dyestutfs generally con- 
sidered has been good this week and 
many tanners and textile manufac- 
turers are looking out for their require- 
ments up to the end of the year. Good 
demand, however, does not extend to 
aultl articles of the market and some of 
the natural products, such as indigo, 
cutch and turmeric are rather quiet. 
Gambier is in fair demand for ship- 
ments, but myrabolans are quiet and 
the same is true of sumac, so that the 
activity of the market applies princi- 
pally to the artificial dyes. Prices 
have been steady in the interval and in- 
terest in qcotations of many articles 
is confined to 1913 contracts. Yellow 
prussiate of potash is very firm in all 
markets here and abroad and the mar- 
ket shows no likelihood of an early re- 
turn to the levels maintained earlier 
in the year. Bichromates are in de- 
mand for future delivery and com- 
petition is keeping prices lower than 
those quoted on 1912 business. A _ re- 
port from Ireland says that under the 
title of the Irish Dyers’ and Finishers’ 
Association, a new organization has 
been formed at Ulster, embracing most 
of the dyeing and finishing firms in 
3elfast and surroundings. This as- 
sociation will deal with prices and 
other matters of importance to the 
trades named. Detailed reports on the 
separate articles of the local market 
follow :— 

ALBUMEN.—Some_ grades of egg 
albumen are in fair demand, but sell- 
ers report a quiet market in general, 
with normal consumption of the ma- 
terial. Quotations are held at 22@32c. 
for blood albumen and 42@65c. for egg 
albumen.

The British Consul General in Bagh- 
dad, in his report on the trade of Bagh- 
dad for the year 1911-1912, says with 
regards to indigo:— 

Natural indigo seems to be holding its own 
against the artificial dye. Notwithstanding 
the efforts that are made to push synthetic 
indigo it does not meet with that success here 
which was expected. Local and Persian (yers 
prefer natural indigo. They allege that it doos 
not fade so easily on exposure to the strong 
light of this country. 

The British Consul in Kerman writes 
in his report on the trade of Kerman, 
for the year 1911-12, regarding 
cochineal and indigo:— 

The increase in the importation of cochineal 






and indigo is due to the carpet trades. in 
which these substatices are largely used ag 
dyes. There is an increase in both of the 


varieties of indigo imported. The cheapness of 
Multan indigo recommends it to the weavers 
of carpet of inferior quality, but the weavers 
of and dealers in carpets of the best class de- 
mand Caleutte indigo, which is richer in color 
and more durable as a dye than that exported 
from Multan, 

MYRABOLANES.—According to ad- 
vices from Calcutta quotations there 
are Rs, 2-4 to Rs. 2-8 for No. 1 yellow 
nuts, Rs. 1-12 to Rs. 1-14 for No. 2 
average quality and Rs. 1-6 to Rs, 1-8 
for No. 3 quality, dark hollow nuts, 
respectively, per B. md., weight, loose, 
for prompt and early deliveries.

Short Congress Session Not Lixely 
to Realize Important Legislation

At the first sessions of the Committee 
om interstate and Foreign Commerce of 
the House since the opening of Congress 
every indication, from the discussions 
among the members, is that there will 
be comparatively little effort to secure 
legislation upon important matters dur- 
ing the short session. It is believed by 
the members of the committee that un- 
less something special arises demanding 
immediate action, that no efforts will be 
made to secure additional pure food legis- 
lation at this time. 

One matter that has engaged the at- 
tention of the Committee tor the greater 
part of the past year relates to bills of 
lading. There is an apparent deadlock on 
this supject, with the prospect that no 
agreement will be reached. 

Complaint is made by members of the 
committee that what amounted practical- 
ly to an agreement was reached between 
ihe friends of legislation improving bills 
of lading and the representatives of the 
shippers’ association and bankers’ organi- 
zation, upon the Stevens-Clapp bill, which 
was considered at the hearings before the 
House and Senate committees during the 
last session. Now it is asserted that the 
representatives of the shippers’ and bank- 
ers organizations have turned against the 
measure which they favored in the last 
session and are now asking that the bill 
introduced by Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, 
and which was considered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee of the Senate 
during the last session, be adopted. 
Among the lawyers of the House Commit- 
lee on Interstate Commerce the opinion 
is expressed that the Pomerene bill is 
unconstitutional and so involved as cer- 
tainly to be unworkable if it should be 
passed by Congress in anything like its 
present form. These committeemen say 
that i: is worth noting that the represen 
lalives of the railways are making no 
serious objection to the Pomerene bill, 
and this is accepted as evidence that the 
opinion prevails among the officials of the 
railroads that the bill would be ineffective 
and unsatisfactory if not absolutely de- 
stroyed by decisions of the courts. 


An effort is to be made to restore the 
working agreement that was made be-

tween the House Committee members and 
the associations representing the shippers 
and the carriers and if this can be ac- 
complished a renewed effort will be made 
to secure favorable report upon a meas- 
ure in line with the Stevens-Clapp bill of 
the last session of Congress. Certain it 
is, according to the opinions expressed 
by the House committeemen, that the 
Pomerene bill would stand no chance for 
a favorable report from the House coim- 
mittee.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Platinum Caps. 


The Board of General Appraisers sus- 
tained the protests of A. Murphy & Co. 
in regards to the assessment of duty on 
merchandise invoiced as platinum caps, 
used in the process of manufacturing 
artilicial silk. They were assessed with 
duty at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 199, tariff act of 1909, and 
were claimed to be free oui duty under 
paragraph 653 of said act, which reads as 
follows:—Platinum, unmanufactured or in 
ingots, bars, plates, sheets, wire, sponge, 
or scrap, and vases, retorts, and other 
apparatus, and parts thereof, composed 
of platinum, for chemical uses. This 
issue was presented to the board and 
decided adversely to the importers in a 
previous cuse. An appeal was filed but 
afterwards dismissed, and the reason now 
given for the discontinuance of that ap- 
peal is that the record in said previous 
case had not clearly shown the _ precise 
uses to which the platinum caps in ques- 
tion were put. It was shown that the 
platinum caps were parts of an apparatus 
tor the manufacture of artificial silk from 
wood pulp, and which caps are used in 
an acid precipitating bath wherein cel- 
lulose filaments are chemically treated, 
and that they are used as contemplated 
by the provisions of paragraph 653, tariff 
act of 1909, and are free of duty. 


Herbs, Leaves, Ete. 


The decision of the collector was 
affirmed in the matter of protests on 
merchandise, consisting of various herbs 
und leaves, which the appraiser returned 
as being in an advanced condition. The 
collector assessed the merchandise at 4c. 
per pound and 10 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 20 of the present tariff 
act. The merchandise is claimed to be 
free of duty under paragraph 559 of said 
act. The board finds the merchandise to 
be drugs, advanced, not in a crude state, 
and holds it dutiable as assessed. 


Silleate of Iron. 


Fr. B. Vandegrift & Co. filed protest 
against the assessment of duty on an im- 
portation of silicate of iron. The mer- 
chandise in question was assessed under 
paragraph 95, but is claimed to be duti- 
able under various paragraphs of the 
law. The case was submitted without 
testimony and there is nothing in the 
record that would justify a disturbance 
of the collector's action, The protest is 
overruled, 


Pumice Stone, 


The merchandise which was the subject 
of.protests tiled by R. F. Lang and Paro- 
di, Erminia & Co, was returned for duty 
at the rate of %c. per pound under para- 
graph 98 of the act of 1909. The protest- 
ants Claim that it is dutiable under the 
same paragraph at 4c. per pound, as 
unmanufactured pumice stone, valued at 
more than $lo per ton. The merchandise 
and protests under consideration were 
held to be similar to the merchandise 
and protest in Behrend’s case (T. D. 31300), 
and the Board of General Appraisers over-

Mineral Substanes, 


The Pike Manufacturing Company pro- 
tested against the assessment of duty by 
the collector of the port of New York on 
an importation of ground turkey stone, 
identical with that which was the subject 
of the board’s decision in Rossler & Hass- 
iacher Chemical Company's case, Fol- 
lowing that case the protest is sustained 
and the collector directed to reliquidate 
the entry accordingly. 


Drums Containing Crude Glycerin. 


The board overruled the protests of the 
Kk. I. du Pont De Nemours Powder Com- 
pany in which free entry is claimed for 
metal drums used as containers of crude 
glycerin. The collector of the port of 
Wilmington assessed duty at the rate of 
30 per cent. ad valorem. The Board of 
Appruisers overruled the protests on the 
authority of a previous decision, United 
States vs. Marx and Rawolle. 


Unsupported Claim. 


Ilensel, Bruckmann & Lorbacher pro- 
tested that duty has been assessed upon 
excessive weight on an importation of 61 
casks of color. This contention has not 
been proved, the witness appearing in 
behalf of the importers had no personal 
knowledge regarding the weight of the 
goods. Such weight therefore still re- 
mains presumptively correct, and the pro- 
test is overruled by the board.
